Both the City Council and Uie School 
Board Tuesday adopted twin resolutions 
approving the policy report and plan for 
financing the modernization of 17 
schools, establishing a continuing school 
modernization program and directiy im- 
plementing tile plan. 

Council also reappropriated 
$14,614,324 from the elementary school 
modernization capital improvement jho- 
gram to tiie Creeds Elementary School 
modernization ($5,7r,371), and Bayside 
Elementary schof* modernization 
($8,826,953). Creeds and Bayside are 
among tiie 17 school in the program. 

The plan was presented last week by a 
joint committee of the School Board aid 
Uic City Council called to dcveiop a fi- 
nancing plan in the wake of the faikd 
November $57.5 million school bond 
referendum. 

Coastal 
Training 
brings 366 
new jobs, 
$14 million 
investment

In keeping with his commiunent to 
foster and retain businesses in Virginia, 
Gov. Jim Gilmore announced last week 
that Coastal Training Technologies Cor- 
poration is significantly expanding its 
Virginia Beach facility. 

The multimedia company's 100,000- 
square-foot expansion will create 366 
new jobs along witii a $14 million in- 
vestment 

Secretary of Commerce and Tracte Bany 
E. DuVal attended the ceremony on be- 
half of the Governor's Office and present- 
ed the city of Virginia Beach with a 
$500,000 grant to assist witii site acqui- 
sition. 

"We are proud that Coastal Training 
Technologies chose Virginia for its ex- 
pansion," said DuVal. "Coastal is a very 
important company, not only for Vir- 
ginia Beach, but for the state's burgeon- 
ing film industry as a whole." 

He«k]uaiteredin Virginia Beach since 
1984, the company develops and dis- 
tiibutes corporate training videos, publi- 
cations and computer software. Expan- 
sion plans include a new corporate head- 
quarters, administration office, a state-of- 
the-art production studio and sound stage. 
Currently, the multinational company 
employs more than 300 with plans to 
double its work force in 30 months.

A total of $132.8 million is needed to 
complete the 17 schools. Regular CIP 
funding provides for $75.3 million, but 
when the bond referendum was rejected 
by voters along with the 2.8 cent in- 
crease it would cost in real estate taxes, 
the city had to look for other ways to 
fund the project. 

In statement prior to the vote, which 
was unanimous. Mayor Meyera Obem- 
dorf said that the final plan was recom- 
mended after considering 10 different al- 
ternatives and approval at this time was 
critical to guide the staff. 

Obemdorf said that during tiie past five 
years die city spent over $5Q^illion to 
repair and maintain schools, but the mod- 
ernization program will raise older 
schools to die standards of newer schools 

The plan calls for the completion of 
the 17 schools in eight years, rather than 
six. She said that as other schools age 
and standards change, otiier schools will 



need modernization. She said the plan 
promises the modernization of two 
schools a year as long as die need exists 
and a two year review of Uie process to 
respond to any state commiunent 
chap^. 

Undo- die plan, die city plans to use 
lottery money ($52,266,986 aid 
$3,051,088 in state school construction 
money) to implement the program. 

After Uie 17 schools arc finished, the 
plan calls for an expenditure of lottery 
money (more tiian $7 million a year is 
anticipated after the initial 17 school 
moctemization is completed) for die con- 
tinuing modernization program. 

Shortly after the referendum vote in 
November, Gov. James Gilmore ai- 
nounced his plan to give lottery Amds 
back to localities for school needs. 

The 1999 General Assembly is expect- 
ed to pass the appropriate legislation. 

Councilman Linwood Branch, a mem- 
ber of Uie joint committee, said that if 
Uie lottery money does not come Uuough 
the committee will have to return and 
start over again. 



In addition to Uie state funds, the re- 
sources in Uie funding plfui would include 
charter bonds, revo^ion fiinds (school op- 
erating fund ending balances), capital im- 
provement program (CIP) balances, pay- 
as-you go funding in the school CIP, aid 
funds from the city/school revenue poli- 
cy. 

In addition other members of die 
School Board/City Council committee 
included Rosemary A. Wilson, vice 
chairman of Uie School Board; ArUiur T. 
Tate, School Boardmember and council- 
woman Margaret L. Eure. Dr. TimoUiy 
R. Jenney, supointendent of schools, and 
city manager James K. Spore also served 
on Uie conunittee. 

In addition to Creeds and Bayside, oUier 
schools included in the initial phase of 
the modernization progr^ are Shelton 
Park, Thalia, Woodstock, Kempsville 
Meadows, Louise Luxford, Kempsville, 
Malibu, Pembroke. Trantwood, 
Lynnhaven, Hermitage, Arrowhead. 
Windsor Woods, Brookwood and Pem- 
broke Meadows. All of the schools 
opened in 1969 or earlier.

Belt and buckle 'em 

February is the time to show those you love 
just how much they mean to you. 

If you love *em, buckle *em In — especially if 
they're children. 

Child Passenger Safety Awareness Week, 
Feb. 14-20, offers the chance to learn some 
new ABC's: 

■ Airbag safety; 

■ Buckle everyone; 

■ Children in back. 

During this week, police departments and 
sheriffs offices across the state will be 
enforcing laws requiring the use of safety 
belts and child safety seats while transporting 
youngsters. Not only is it the law, buckling 
them up saves lives and millions of dollars in 
health care costs. 

Anyone stopped for transporting an unbelted 
youth under age 16 will be ticketed. 

The Virginia Coalition for Childhood Injury 
Prevention and the Virginia Department of 
Health remind drivers that: 

■ From birth to age 1, or until the child 
reaches 20 pounds, an infant passenger must 
be facing rear In an infant or convertible child 
safety seat. Never put an infant in the front 
passenger seat when there is an airbag. A 
deployed airbag can cause fatal head injuries. 

■ Children weighing 20 to 40 pounds are 
safest In a forward-facing convertible child 
safety seat. Parents should avoid the urge to 
"graduate" children out of child safety seats 
too soon. 

■ Booster seats protect children who have 
outgrown their child safety seats, but who are 
not large enough to wear a safety belt 
correctly. Booster seats eliminate the 
Incorrect safety belt fit that puts a child at 
risk for more severe spinal and Internal 
Injuries in a crash. 

■ Children are safest when they are buckled 
up In the back seat. 

Coalition and health department statistics 
show that 83 percent of children under age 4 
are not secured in a child safety seat, or they 
Eire placed In one that has not been properly 
installed. Or, they may be unknowingly 
placed in a defective seat. 

With that in mind, Concerned Citizens 
Advocating Traffic Safety (CCATS), a Hampton 
Roads organization, is conducting its annual 
Used. Borrowed and Abused Child Safety Seat 
Round-Up throughout February. 

Surveys and Inspections show that many 
parents and caregivers purchase safety seats 
from garage sales, thrift stores or have been 
given old seats from friends and relatives. 
Many of these safety seats are unsafe because 
of missing parts or incorrect routing of straps. 
Others are outdated or have been recalled by 
the manufacturer. Safety seats that have been 
involved in a crash are also unsafe and should 
be replaced. 

The 1999 goal is to collect these used and 
potentially dangerous seats so they cannot be 
reused. In 1998, the round-up collected 
nearly 650 safety seats. The culmination will 
be a ceremonial crushing on March 9 in 
downtown Norfolk, where a bulldozer will roll 
over hundreds of unsafe seats. 

As an Incentive to turn in old safety seats, 
participants will receive a $5 reward courtesy 
of The Safe Kids Coalition and AAA of 
Tidewater. They can be turned in at any AAA 
of Tidewater or DMV Customer Service 
Center, or call CCATS, 498-2562. 

Make the ABC's of safety seats a rule of the 
road. And don't forget to strap in your most 
precious cargo, — V.E.H.

History just comes along by chance 
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Out in 
Left Field

When it comes to tracking down 
history, I prefer die spontaneous ap- 
proach. I favor impromptu adven- 
ture radier than cold, premeditated 
planning. 

Frequendy I jump into my trusty, 
dusty Toyota and set out in search of 
antiquity. 
And more 
often than 
not, I find 
adventure 
in some 
form or 
fashion. 

One July 
morning 
over three 
years ago, I 
decided for 
some rea- 
son that I 
should visit 
Jamestown 
Island, 
— ^^^— — — ^ which had 
been one of 
my favorite historical haunts. I hadn't 
been there in years. My informal 
plan was to hike to Black Point at die 
far end of the island and return. 

Upon arriving at die National Park 
Visitor Center parking lot — on die 
spiff of die moment — I elected to 
cross die wooden bridge to the origi- 
nal site of Jamestown before setting 
out on my hike. 

As it turned out, I totally aban- 
doned my hike plan when I became 
intrigued by a living history prc^ram 
sponsored by the National Park Ser- 
vk:e. Elsbelh Morecock, the per^ma 
of diatday 'sprogram, welcomed visi- 
tors widi some neighboriy ^vice on 
how to survive in early colonial Vir- 
ginia 

I was fascinated by the way die 
historical interpreter, a living histo- 
rian, almost literally pulled 
Jamestown visitors back into 17tfi- 
century Virginia dirough speech, pe- 



riod garb, and interaction widi her 
audience. I watched carefully and 
observed how the historic interpreter 
made a connection and developed 
diat initial impression into a lively, 
charming 30 minute program. 

Odier personas and programs were 
scheduled diroughout die week, and 
I continued to return until I had seen 
programs featuring: Henry Spelman, 
an Indian Scout, Master John Rolfe, 
Pocahontas' English husband, and 
Capt. William Claiborne, a colonial 
troublemaker. 

In addition, I had die good fortune 
to observe archacolc^ists who were 
excavating what was later announced 
to be die first James Fort 

These "discoveries" were purely 
coincidental as far as I know — just 
pure dumb luck. 

That initial good fortune led me to 
ccxiclude, perhaps erroneously, diat 
just showing upathistoric spots would 
result in additional historic encoun- 
ters of die same caliber. 

Completely on impulse, I contin- 
ued my spontaneous strategy in places 
such as Colonial Williamsburg, 
Gloucester, Richmond, and 
Fredericksburg. It seemed to woric 
time and again. 

Almost invariably, a walk down 
Duke of Gloucester Street would re- 
sult in some experience wordi photo- 
gr{q}hing or writing al)ouL Occa- 
sional trips to Gloucester County led 
me to come into contact widi unex- 
pected trea.sures such as Rosewell, 
Ware Church, andPowhatan'sChim- 
ney. 

Visits 10 Richmond led me die State 
Capitol. Saint John's Church, Holly- 
wood Cemetery, and the John 
Marshall House. And Fredericks- 
burg's Rising Sun Tavern, Hugh 
Mercer Apothecary, and May Wash- 
ingtfMi Hou% were the icing on my 
historic cake. 

Nearly every uip provided a feel- 
ing of "discovery." I had an incred- 



ible streak of successes until I ven- 
tured to Hanover County in my quest 
for die immortal Patrick Henry widi 
my friend Rick. We arrived at 
Scotchtown, Henry's Hanover 
County home, to find diat it was 
closed for die season. Then we turned 
around and headed for Hanover 
Courdiouse where Henry practiced 
law. 

It was locked up tighter than an ice 
cream freezer at a weight loss clinic. 
From die courthouse. We looked 
across Route 301 to discover diat 
Hanover Tavern, where Henry and 
his family resided for a time, was also 
closed for die day. 

In quiet desperation, I turned south 
to Richmond and Saint John's 
Church. Success at last! We were 
able to catch die final tour of Uic day 
at die very church where PaUick 
Henry gave his greatest speech — 
"Give me liberty or give me deadi." 

It was a wonderful experience. The 
informal church tour was die high- 
light o( die trip. 

In pursuing tilings historical, I was 
beginning to diink that it might be 
wise to plan ahead. I had no one to 
blame but mysdf for the debacle in 
Hanover County. If I had caUed 
ahead, I might tave usid my time to 
better ^vantage. 

Pursuing history may be a litde bit 
like making history. Sometimes 
ycMi're simi^y in the right place at die 
right time. Sometimes you're a day 
late or a dollar short. And»)metimes 
it doesn't pay to g^ out of bed. 

Did Uwd Dunmore call the mayor 
of Norfolk befoe he burned die city 
todiegrouid? 

I don't diink so. 

1 hone^y belkve in leaving a little 
something to chance. It must be my 
^iritof{Klventure. 

My head urges me to check and

Virginia Beach is the largest city in 
the country saved by an all-tt)lun- 
tccr Emergency Medical Service 
(EMS). Thopearemofc than 7S0(tedi- 
cated men and women donating their 
time each 
month with 
one of the 
city's 1 1 vol- 
unteer rescue 
squads. 
These 
squads, 
which are 
distributed 
from Chesa- 
peake Beach 
t 

Blackwater, 
provide 
emergency 
ambulance 
service 24 
hours a day, 
36S days a 
year. 
They an- 
swer all types 
of calls from heart attacks to car 
crashes. Last year alone, they re- 
sponded to more than 26.000 inci- 
dents and provided the city with over 
$7 million in volunteer labor. 

Because they relay on donations 
from the public to support their op- 
erations, the squads do not charge for 
their services. Other areacitiescharge 
anywhere from $ 1 00 to $300 for each 
call. 

Even with all that, the rescue squads 
provide many additional services. 
There are several special teams 
formed with volunteers from every 
station and coordinated by the Vir- 
ginia Beach Department of Emer- 
gency Medical Services. These 
unique groups perform a variety of 
critical functions including vehicle 
extrication, water rescue and law en- 
forcement support 

The most visible are the heavy res- 
cue trucks. 

Six of these specialty vehicles are 
operated by the volunteers. Their pri- 
mary role is to rescue accident vic- 
tims who are tr^ped in their cards. 
The trucks carry the "jaws of life" 
and an array of other tools designed 
to pull, cut, lift, pry. or otherwise 
remove metal. Their crews can dis- 
mantle anything from a bus toa candy 
machine. Additional medical equip- 
ment is carried to provide care (at at 
least eight patients at the same time. 
The heavy rescue teams arc a tremen- 
dous resource for response to any 
type of disaster. 

Since Virginia Beach is a coastal 
city, the volunteers have created a 
highly trained water rescue force. A 
Boat Team, based fern the Ocean 
Parks Rescue Squad station, is able to 
provide Ave boats designed for both 
ocean and inland water o]}erations. 
One of the boats is kept in the city 
marina, while the others can be 
trailered to more distant locations. 

The Creeds and Knotts Island 
squads also each have a boat. Boat 
Team p^sonnel are trained for many 
types of search and rescue incidents. 
They are particularly skilled at reach- 
ing victims in areas that are too shal- 
low for large Coast Guard craft. 

For underwater work, EMS relies 
on an all-volunteer Dive Team. This 
group is largely made up of profes- 
sional and military divers wIk) want 
to give something back to the com- 
munity. They respond to all water 
rescue incidents and work closely 
with the boat team. 

Since most of their searches are for 
drowning victims, the divers conduct 
water safety programs each summer. 
Their goal is to prevent the inci- 
dent from ever occurring. This year 
the team added two Navy surplus 
boats which have given them better 
working platforms for diving. In 1999, 
they plan to deploy a high tech sonar 
system to speed searches of large 
areas. 

A litde know specialty group is 
part of the Virginia Beach Police 
Department's SWAT Team. Eight 
rescue squad paramedics have re- 



ceived intensive training which al- 
lows them to provide m^ical care 
for police officers and civilians alike 
in tactical situations. Any time a high 
risk police operation is planned, a 
medic is assigned as part of the team. 

During large outdoor ptherings, 
rescue personnel can be found patrol- 
ling on bicycles. The Bike Team is 
designed to allow medics to get 
through crowds quickly and safely. 
They offer ideal support for events 
such as July 4th Family Fund Day 
and the American Musical Festival. 

A "golf cart ambulance" operated 
by the Virginia Beach Rescue Squad 
often supports the B ike Team efforts. 
All team members are specially 
trained in search operatkms as well. 
They are fiequently called to comb 
lai^ areas to search for missing per- 
sons. Volunteer members come from 
all 11 resets squads. 

Another recent addition to the res- 
cue squad force is an incident support 
vehicle. This truck, operated by the 
Kempsville Rescue Squad, is used to 
assist police, fire and rescue person- 
nel at large incidents. Itcarries tables, 
chairs, tents, food and drinks for 
emo-gency personnel. 

When the weather is hot, the truck 
has a fan which sprays a cool mist 
When things are cold, there is a mi- 
crowave for hot soup. And at night, 
there are plenty of lights to brighten 
the area. This truck is on call for any 
type of duty. In its first 30 months of 
operation, die truck has responded to 
over 100 cases. While its mission is 
not very glamorous, emergency wwk- 
ers are glad to see it every time. 

The Volunteo- Rescue Squads of 
Virginia Beach have a long history of 
service to the community . While their 
primary mission is to provide ambu- 
lances, they are \&ry proud to be able 
to offer an even wider variety of 
emergency medical and rescue ser- 
vices to thecitizensofVirginia Beach. 

Every member of these specialty 
teams is a volunteo-. Their participa- 
tion is in addition to their normal 
rescue duty obligations. However, 
each of them is happy to help their 
patient in these special and oft^ chal- 
lenging environments.

Up close and personal

Randy Jackson's desk is crawling with 
bu^. 

Nope, it's not a case of an overflowing 
trash can drawing the creepy crawlers. Nor 
have termites taken up residence in his 
drawers. 

Instead, people bring Jackson insects — 
yes, they actually bring him bugs — for a 
purpose. 

Around the Municipal Complex, Jackson 
is known simply as "The Bug Man." But his 
real title is Extension agent of horticulture 
for the city's Dqiarunent of Agriculture. 
Bugs are just a "peric" of the job. 
"I get a lot of dead bugs, I get a lot d 
live bugs. In fact, you'll see all kinds of 
bugs running across my desk," he chuckled. 
"But 1 don't like people to bring snakes: 
Once somebody brought one and thought it 
was dead. It wasn't and got away. For a long 
lime people were real careful opening draw- 
ers!" 

Identifying pesky insects that invade resi- 
dents' gardens and gardenias, shrubbery and 
snapdragons is just one of Jackson's special- 
ities. After 27 years on the job, he's seen 
and done just about all of it. 
Just about — but not quite. 
In December, Jackson was surprised with 
induction into Virginia Beach's prestigious 
Hall of Fame, The sole honoree in '98, the 
accolaide recognizes city employees for ex- 
ceUence in performance of job duties, es- 
teem of peers, self-development, service to 
citizens, and the creation, design and im- 
plementation of innovative measures to en- 
hance Virginia Beach's image. 

Jackson was only the 33rd city employee 
to be inducted into the Hall of Fame. 

"It's nice to be recognized, but I'm just 
doing my job. I guess I was very humbled," 
said the no-nonsense Jackson, "When they 
called and told me I was getting the award, 
I couldn't believe it. My first question was. 
'Was anyone else nominated?' They told 
me several," he laughed. 

Jackson is credited with going above and 
beyond the call of duty. 

He tirelessly developed the city's Master 
Gardener program, has recruited more than 
675 volunteers since 1982 and helped devel- 
op the 4-H Ready. Set, Grow school enrich- 
ment program. 

The Windsor Woods resident is most ai 
home outdoors. Growing up on a farm in 
southern Indiana helped him appreciate all 
things green. 

"Oddly enough, after the routine farm ac- 
tivities of feeding the animals and working 
in the fields, for relaxation I often worked in 
the garden. I did that even as a child. In 
high school 1 knew I wanted to do some- 
thing with plants. My first inclination was to 
become a farmer because that's all I'd ever 
known," he said. 

Jackson attended Purdue University, 
where he earned a degree in agriculture. Be- 
tween his junior and senior /lafs he worked 
in a large greenhouse, where he became 
"fascinated" with greenhouse growing. 

After graduating he accepted a job from a 
commercial grower of roses. It being 1968. 
however, and the height of the Vietnam 
War. Jackson received his draft notice. He 
opted to join the Navy for four years rather 
than be conscripted for two years in Viet- 
nam. 

Jackson's naval stint brought him to No-- 
folk. He loved the area so much that after 
his discharge in 1972 Jackson decided to 
"hang around for a while." A job tip led him 
to the city of Virginia Beach and on Jan. 1, 
1973 he started work with Virginia Coopera- 
tive Extension in its Beach office. 

Jackson has been here ever since except 
for one year in Prince William County. His 
job has evolved considerably over the years, 
"When I first started I worked with the 
public more. 1 did garden club presentations 
— lots of those — and answered a lot of 
questions. I used to write columns for the 
papers. In 1982, we started the Master Gar- 
dener Program, which is now doing a lot of 
the things I used to do. I'm now their back- 
up and provide them training. Now I'm 
working more with the industry folks — 
commercial lawn service companies. land- 
scapers. that kind of thing.It depends on 
their need and my expertise. 1 can usually 
find someone to help ihem." 

Jackson's job naturally allows him to work 
closely with the Master Gardeners. Last 
year Mayor Meyera Obemdorf even desig- 
nated him the "master Master Gardener." 

He's also been dubbed an "Ambassador 
Extraordinaire" by the Virginia Beach Con- 




vention and Visitors Bureau. Jackson is the 
recipient of the City Manager's Creativity. 
Innovation and Public Service Award. 

"I like plants and I like people. So one rf 
the nice things about my job is that it al- 
lows me to cone into contact with both," 
Jackson said. *

They spent last Friday, a school 
holiday, shivering on the beach and 
in the water at 17th Street to raise 
$800 in pledges to fund home con- 
struction in Virginia Beach. 

The Kellam High chapter, the 
only high school chapter of Habi- 
tats for Humanity, will donate at 
least part of the money for a house 
already under construction, acooid- 
ing to Eileen Walsh, the group's 
advisor. They also hope to eventu- 
ally builia house on their own, 
and they hope some of the money 
raised Friday will start them on 
their way toward that goal. 

"Our short term goal is to help 
different organizations that ate 
building houses right now," said 
Karen Dorohovich, the group's 
treasurer. "Our long-term goal is to 
build our own house." 

The Kellam chapter was 
organized in 1997 by senior 
Michael Aho, who's now graduat- 
ed, Dorohovich explained. 
"Michael heard about it (Habitats 
for Humanity) on the news and 
wanted to do it, so he organized a 
chapter at Kellam." 

So far, the kids have helped with 
houses built by other local chapters 
"but this is our first major fiaid- 
raiser," Dorohovich said. 

"We've been helping with a 
house that's being built here in 
Virginia Beach. They're doing the 
indoor work on it right now, but 
when March comes we're going to 
start helping with the landscaping." 

Dorohovich and her cohorts have 
spent their spare time this winter 
bringing food to the older volun- 
teers who are doing the electrical 
work on this house, Walsh ex- 
plained. When spring comes^ 
they'll help with the outside work, 
but they also hope to begin their 
own house next year. 

The students exceeded their goai 
of $400 in the first polal bear 
plunge, which is likely to become 
an annual event. Some of them 
also got a little wetter than they in- 
tended to get 

The students took pledges acconl- 
ing to the depth they intended to 
go, and some had promised to only 
wade in ankle-deep. But last Fri- 
day's choppy conditions foiled 
those plans, and everyone ended up 
getting soaked by the incoming 
waves. 

"I fell right down," one sWvoing 
girl wailed as she climbed out of 
the surf. "I took the worst fall." 



The waves also aggravated 
teacher Allen Crute, who went fur- 
ther into the surf to videotape the 
students. "I'm used to holding a 
camera in still water," he said. "It 
kept going up and down today." - 

Crute, dressed in a wet suit, 
stayed in the water longer than the 
others, but the Virginia Beach na- 
tive had the look of a veteran surfer 
and he admitted that he was no 
stranger to wind and cold water. 

Friends, family members and 
Kellam High supporters were on 
hand to cheer the swimmers on and 
to dispense hot chocolate, blankets 
and dry clothes to them when the 
ordeal was over. 

"She's crazy, that's what she is," 
said Shauna Terry, who was wait- 
ing with blankets and a steaming 
thermos for her 15-year-old sister, 
Cindy. 

"Cindy raised about $40 in 
pledges," their mother, Laura, 
added. "She was a little shy about 
going around to the neighbors a^- 
ing them to pledge." 

Two nearby businesses also of- 
fered aid and comfort — the 17th 
Street Dairy Queen provided hot 
chocolate while 17th Street Surf 
Shop provided a place for the kids 
to change clothes. 

Volunteers from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Rescue Squad were on 
hand just in case someone needed 
emergency medical help, but the 
odds of developing hypothermia 
from a quick plunge are slim, ac- 
cording to volunteer William 
Boland. 

"As long as they just run in there 
and run back out, they should be 
okay," Boland said. "Once they hit 
the water, it will shock them and 
they'll just come right back out. 
It's just when they sit around on 
the beach they could get chilled 
fiom the wind." 

Hypothermia victims can usually 
spotted "because they act like 
they're in a stupor, kind of like 
they're drunk," Boland continued. 
"And they stop shivering. That's 
actually a bad sign when you stop 
shivering." Otherwise, all most 
polar bear swimmers need are plen- 
ty of blankets and a warm place to 
change clothes. 

These kids didn't waste much 
time Hnding a place to get warm. 
Some of them paused long to pose 
for quick pictures, then bolted 
across the street to shelter. 

"It's a once-in-a lifetime experi- 
ence," one swimmer shouted as he 
ran by.

The city staff can think of nu- 
merous ways changeable, electronic 
road signs can help traffic by con- 
veying information to the public, 
both the tourists and the residoits. 
and in a nuifiber of different situa- 
tions. 

But are the benefits worth what 
some City Council membCTS think 
would be less than aesthetic? 

And are they worth almost 
$400,000 which it will cost for 10 
or 1 1 signs and all the equipment 
that goes with them, even if the 



money is coming from a Conges- 
tion Mitigation Air Quality 
(CMAQ) grant? 

Council will decide what to do 
about the signs at next Tuesday's 
meeting. 

What council will be voting on 
is a program somewhat diffoett 
from the original pmgr&m intro- 
duced more than a year ago when 
the Virginia Department of Trans- 
pwtation (VDOT) offered the city 
20 ftee electronic signs. 

Free or not (and it would still 
have cost the city some money to 
put them up and to operate them) 



Re-enactor honored 
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According to Connors, Sledge's

Clearly, Sledge isn't in it for the 
money. 

His love of American history and 
pride in his heritage are the driving 
forces in Sledge's selfless commit- 
ment to promote local history 
within the Hampton Roads com- 
munity.

"I'd like to — I'd like to be in it 
for the money, but there are other 
considerations," said Sledge. 

"If a fellow teacher calls me and 



says, 'Aey, can you come over and 
do this for me,' I .don't charge them 
for it," explained Sledge. "Usually, 
they give me a small gift anyway 
— but no money. 

"I feel that I'm another educaior 
and they're educatc»s trying to edu- 
cate their kids, so I don't pharge 
schools anything. I just go ovct 
then and do it," shrugged Sledge. 

"In order to enhance the people 
that I portray, I read more material 
and I find out more things," Sledge 
explained. "I enjoy doing the re- 
search, and I want other people to 
know about it," he added. 

"I consider myself an amateur 
historian, and then I consider my- 
self an educator," said Sledge. "I 
teach the Icids in school."

From 20, the number of signs 
were reduced to five to be placed on 
roadways leading to the resort and 
of the five two had the capability 
of being removed after the resort 
season. 

But, as City Manago' James K. 
Spore said, at a workshop Tuesday, 
"a number of you have not looked 
favorably" m the signs, so an al- 
tnnative iqjproach was suggested. 

Instead of using the VDOT 
signs, acting public works diiector 
Clarence Wanisiaff presrated the al- 
ternative approach which will up 
for a council vole Tuesday. 

Forget the VDOT signs. Use the 
grant instead for 10 or 12 portable 
signs which not only may look 
better but can be moved around to 
wherever they are needed and taken 
down when they are not needed at 
all. 

Wamstaff said that while the 
VDOT signs were free, the installa- 
tion was not. Neither was the land- 
scaping, the power and the tele- 
phone line. The cost, in fact, he 
said, was more than anticipated. 

If the council approves the 
portable signs, the city would call 
for bid and use die CMAQ money 
to pay for die cost 

Warn staff said the VDOT signs 
are not suited or designed to be 
potable and the CMAQ money can 
be used for die new state of the art 
portable signs which will be solar 
powered, with backup batteries and 
not noisyv'He said the signs would 
not need a permanent electric 
' source or backup power and die 
message on the signs can be 
changed by using cellular signals 



from another location. 

Warn staff said dw signs could be 
used for special events, the rraort 
area, throughout the city, in fact, 
whoe special directwns are needed. 
He said the staff would attempt to 
pick the best kx;ations. 

What's best, is the signs would 
be flexible, and can be removed and 
stored. 

Messages can be changed from a 
remote location and since no gas or 
diesel power would be necessary, 
they would be quiet 

They could be used with radar, 
to advise motorists, and for signage 
needed at emergency repairs and 
capital improvement projects. 

During an emo-gency like an hur- 
ricane, they can direct peoole to 
evacuation routes, shelters or fiie 
stations. Also the city could save 
the $7,000 or $8,000 it currently 
pays to rent portable signs. 

Warn staff said that each unit 
would cost $30,000 to $34,000 and 
die battoy focks last 30 days. 

Using the signs with radar, said 
Spme, is better titan using a squad 
car to slow down traffic. 

A cellular phone and computer 
would be needed to put die mes- 
sages on the signs. 

Councilwoman Margaret Euvc 
said Uiat die price "really ^locks 
me." She asked whedier die money 
could be used for somediing else if 
it were not used for die signs, but 
was told that if it wasn't used for 
the signs, the money would go 
back to the Metropolitan District 
where it would be up for grabs 
again. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
who was opposed to the original 
electronic signs, said "I don't think 
this type of sign is suitable for 
normal sti-eets. She said that the 
talk started wiUi die resort area, but 
now "it has become a matter of 
justifying the expenditure. That is 
not a good way to do business." 

She said she did not question that 
some information was useful but 
wanted to know at what point it 
would stop.

ciency is reduced. 

Even under normal driving condi- 
tions this condition can develop if 
the brake fluid is seriously contam- 
inated. Not only is die fluid vulner- 
able to vaporizing, it also can 
fieeze. 



"Brake fluid must maintain a sta- 
ble viscosity throughout its qjerat- 
ing temperature range," said Tofti 
Black, technical instructor for 
Brake Parts, Inc. "If it's too tiiick 
or too thin, braking action is im- 
paired. 

Beyond the vaporization hazard, 
moisture creates an additional prob- 
lem for owners of vehicles 
equipped with anti-lock b'aking 
(ABS) systems. Rusted and ccnod- 
ed ABS components are very ex- 
pensive to replace," said Black. 

How does a car owner know 
when to have fluid changed? Blade 
recommends replacement every two 
years or 24,000 miles. 

"Certainly it should be included 
with brake pad or shoe replace- 
ment," he emphasizes. "In be- 
tween, as a preventive measure, a 
professional brake technician 
should check the condition of die 
fluid with an accurate fluid test 
safety meter, which is inserted into 
the master cylinder reservoir to 
record the fluid's boiling point," he 
said.

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Amphitheater: Spend $50,000 
or just turn the sound down

Faced widi an expenditureof $500,000 
— probably more — to make adjust- 
ments at die GTE Virginia Beach Am- 
phidieater to reduce die sound that reach- 
es die neighborhood homes, some coun- 
cil members suggested just getting die 
Cellar Door, which operates die theater, 
to turn-down the sound. 

That would be die cheapest and easiest 
way to address the problem, said die 
council members at a woricshop "niesday. 
But whatever die city does, said council- 
woman Barbara Henley, the rcadcnts 
shouldn't have to wait anodier summer 
to get some ifelief. 

All die people want, said councilwom- 
an Nancy Parico-, is for die dieater to turn 
die sound down. 



City Manager James K. Spore was di- 
rected by council to work widi Cellar 
Door on getting die sound down. Cellar 
Door represwitatives have said that die 
perfomiers control the loudspeakws aid 
may object to interference. Besides die 
ainphitheater has been in compliaice 
with noise restrictions placed on the fa- 
cility which were based on national stan- 
dards for sound in communities. 

Acoustkal consultants Stewart Acous- 
tical Consultants, Raleigh, N.C.. and F. 
C. Schafter Consulting. Concord, N.C., 
had suggested changes to die amphidie- 
ater diat would reduce sound levels by 3 
to 5 decib^sat a cost of afiproximaicly 
$500,000 which, acccmling to die consul- 
tants, would not be discernible by most 
receptors. 

Spore Tuesday said that proposed 



changes to die building would require a 
detailed structural analysis to detennineif 
die building can accept the sound panels 
recommended, or if any structural modifl- 
cations would be necessary. 

The analysis would require 60 days aid 
cost an estimated $10,000 to $20,000. 
Subsequent design and preparation of 
construction documents would require an- 
odier 60 days, and bidding and construc- 
tion of die proposed modifications is es- 
timated to take 120 lo 180 days. 

Spore said diat die structural modifica- 
tions, if necessary, would boost die cost 
higher dian $500,000. Also dw materials 
would have to be replaced periodically. 

Spore recommended instead that die 
city continue to work widi die amphidie- 
ater staff to monitor sound complaints 
and make adjustments during cmicerts to 



address qiecific atmoqiheric ccmditions, 
but not to pursue moidifications to the 
building now. 

He also suggested exploring die possi- 
bility of increasing the landscaping on 
the berm which was recrady installed ad- 
jacent to die soccer ccmiplex parking lot 
to provide additional buffering. 

After die 1999 concert season, die city 
would report back to City Council on 
sound comfdaints received when die mod- 
ifications to die building can be conskl- 
ered if complaints persist 

Henley said that it's unfortunate diat

City Council is expected to decide at 
its Feb. 23 meeting which of six op- 
tions, ranging from a CfXl of $S million 
to $36.2 million, presented by suff it 
will choose. 

The General Assembly also is expected 
by the end of die month whedier to ap- 
prove funding (Senate Bill 599) which 
would |»rovide approximately $9 million 
for die city's program. Council has $6.2 
million in the current capital imfMove- 
ment program for the communication 
system upgrade. 

Council will also decide whether to ac- 
cept die im^xisal from Motorola Inc.. to 
start updating equipment with die $6.2 
million already bucketed and to hold off 
which would supply the equipment, to 
start work widi die $6.25 million in die 
budget, none of which has been spent, 
according to David Sullivan director (tf 
information technology, and on prices 
until July 30, 1999 when die remainder 
of die work wouM be fundedand die bal- 
ance could be paid. I^resumably bucketed 
funds would be available by dien. 

Staff generally followed recommenda- 
tions of RCC Consultants, Inc., hired to 
review the entire communications system

At one time, a man's veracity and 
integrity were points of honor. Many 
lament the m)parent demise of the 
age of honesty. Sadly, many others 
regard hones^ and integrity as oki- 
fashioned virtues. 

Time also seems to dull the memory 
and obscure reality. 

Often our heroes become more vir- 
tuous after death than they were in 
life. An individual's admirable traits 
seem to swell in direct proportion to 
the number of years that he has been 
dead. 

Heroes seem to lose most of their 
humiui imperfections; they become 
more Uke gods than flesh wd blood 
human beings because our society 
needs people to emulate and pr^- 
ciples to declare. Flaws are filtered 
out and forgotten white their praise- 
worihy qualities are exalted. 

Legends about heroes — stories 
based partly on fact — are created to 
provi<te a legacy for the future, a 
means of promoting those personal 
traits that our society finds essential 
or desirable. 

Of course, such an underti^ing, 
requires some consensus. 

The famous legend of George 
Washington and the cherry tree comes 
to mind. While the story is believed 
to be a complete fabrication, it |»ob- 
ably tells us more about the societal 
expectations of the time period in 
which it was manufacuued than about 
Washington himself. 

One can picture young George 
Washington standing beside thefalto) 
cherry tree with his hatchet in huid, 
and one can almost hear young 
George say, "FaUi^. I can not tell a

lie. I chopped down that tree." 

Apparently, the WasMngtonof leg- 
end was not cognizant of his right to 
remain silent Had he had an oppw- 
tunity to consult with tegal eagles 
such as Henry, Jefferson, and 
Randolph, he may have responded 
quite differently. 

Young Washington, with ccmipe- 
tent legid counsel, may have replied, 
"That depends upon what you mean 
by 'chopped'." 

Indubitably, the historian who fab- 
ricated Uie tegend of the cherry tree 
admired Washington and respected 
truthfulnessaswell. Washingtonmay 
well have been scrupulously virtu- 
ous. More importantly , pahaps, he is 
remembend as such. 

Young Abe Lincoln, it would seem, 
was as honest as Washington was 
truthful. 

Lincoln, of course, was bom in a 
one-room log cabin on a frontier farm 
in Hardin County, Ky. That may 
have had a good deal to do with 
developing his character. 

The romantic stortes of Lincoln's 
Inte^ty are idso legendary. 

In the evening, Lincoln enjoyed 
reading in bed by candlelight, and he 
grew accustomed to taking alxwk to 
bed with him. One particular evening, 
he was reading a book that he bor- 
rowed from a farm»; as was his habit, 
he read until his candle biuned out 
He then placed the book in the space 
between twoof Uie logs that made up 
part of tftecaWn wall. 

It rained that evening and the book 
was drenched. Lincobi could have 
forgotten Uiat he borrowed the book 
or denied ever seeing it He could 
have insisted that he returned it long 
ago. But his depth of chaincter{»e- 
cluded that. 

Being a liule short of ready cash to 
pay for the book, Lincoln explained 
what had happened to the book wd 
offered to work on the farmer' s home- 
stead until his labor repaid the farm^ 



for the ruined book. Aft^ three days 
oft»c^4ffeakingwrakinthebrmer's 
comfkld, the finn«- decided that the 
dd>t was p^. He allowed Lincobi to 
keep the bock which was — coinci- 
dMitidly — aboitt Geoi^ Waking- 
ton. 

Whm young Lincoln was woiking 
in a store in New Sal«n, 111., a cus- 
tomer inadvertendy paid him "sbi 
cents too much." Aft^ttie store had 
closed that evening, he walked over 
Uiree miles to the womui's house to 
give her the money, whteh she was 
due. 

Lincoln's rotation for hoiesty 
andpredilectionfivuprighinesigrew. 
InnumeraUe Mies which make refin-- 
ence to Lhicoin's penchmt tor di- 
rectness and his r^utation for virtue 
earned him thesobriquM Honest Abe. 

CcHiscious of the value of image to 
hi8rq)utaUon,Lincolnmayhaveevm 
grown his beard, in part, because he 
had hevd it said that bearded men 
tended tobe "mme honest" than those 
who were clean-shaven. 

If anyonehadasked if he was "Hon- 
est Abe," Lincoln wouM not have 
responded with "that dqwids on what 
the word honest means'* nor would 
hehavereplied"don'ta^,don'ttell." 

Separating lore and tegend from 
fact is no easy luk. Emula^g the 
virtues of excq)tional men is no easy 
tadc either. 

The tegends that surround Wash- 
ington and Lincoln underscore Uie 
value that honesty and righteoumess 
have in a d«nocratte society. 

Livhig in a society in which virtue 
and vice tn indistinguishable is no 
piece of cake. Right and wrong are 
not two sides of the same coin; they 
are entirely different coins. 

If a nation values integrity and de- 
nuuids it from those in leadership 
positions, then it is likely that that 
nation's leadership will reflect those 
valuesandreqtond to thosedemands. 
On the other hand, if duplicity and 
deceit are Krierated and (tondoned, 
the nation's administration will mir- 
ror Uiat acceptance. 

Modani»esidentsarecertabilynot 
cut from the same fabric as Washing- 
tonandLincoln. Hiefabricof today's 
chi^ execuUve seems to be a syn- 
thetic blend, a polyester...a cheap 
Imitation. It's a weave that looks good 
from a distance but can't stand scru- 
tiny. 

More than 90 years ago, American 
MtdterAmtaMeBierceconiendedthat 
the nation had ^>ne to the birds when 
heobserved that "the American eagle 
has become a buzzard." ThenBierce 
slipped off to Mexico and into 
oblivion. 

What Bierce might think of the 
state of the union today is anybody's 
guess. 



Battle flag equals hate in some eyes

Echoes of the Civil War could be 
heard in the halls of the General 
Assembly in Richmond recenUy. 
The Sons of Confedmte Veiaans 
wanted the Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia to sanction a license plate 
with a picture of the Confedentte 
batdeflag. 

The Sons of Confederate Vete- 
rans contend diat the flag represents 
their heritage. Representatives of 
the nearly one million Virginians 
of African-American descent fed 
the flag is a symbol of diviston, 
used to this day to represent hate 
and racial violence against their 
people. 

Why this question of who we are 
as Virginians continues to rage at 
the dawn of the 21st century is be- 
yond comprehension. While Char- 
lotte, Atlanta, Austin and Miami 
are cities whose eyes are on die 
wonders of the 21st century, Rich- 
mond remains mired in the fratrici- 
dal smuggles of the 19th c«ttury. 
Friends, it has got to stop. 

On the one hand there are die 
Sons of craifetterateVeteruisand 
their Republics sponsor, Del. Joe 
May. They conterv! that die coi^- 
erate flag is a symbol of their an- 
cestor's struggle in the Civil Ww, 
and is simply a remembrance of the 
sacrifice they made in d^siding 
their homes. That is, in fact, the 
kindest face that can be put on the 
argument to place the Confederate 
flag on car tags. 

While indeed there must have 
been many poor young boys who 
fought for what they thought was 
an effort to defend their homes, in 
fact the war ultimately was led by 
an economic elite that wanted to 
maintain their slave-based axiety. 
Make no mistake, if the Confed- 
oBcy had won the war, millions of 
our fellow human beings wouU 
have remained in chains. 

For those whose ancestors were 
in those chains, the Confedenne 
battle flag is not simply a long- 



forgotten symbol of an q>pressive 
"slavocracy."The flag is a searing 
reminder that there stil! are those 
who hate them, and would do vio- 
lence to them because of who they 
are. 

Del. Jttoratdd Jonea, a graduate of 
Princeton University and Washing- 
ton and Lee Law School, had this 
to say about the flag controversy. 
"If we can recognize and balance 
the interests of all Virginians who 
will be offended, hurt and pained by 
the inclusion of this flag, we will 
be doing the right thing." 

A bill to approve the license 
plate with the Confederate flag had 
been approved by the Tratupw- 
tation Committee of the Ifouse of 
Delegates, and was headed for 
speedy passage when Del. Jones 
took the floor. Jones told die 
chamber of a trip in 1960, when he 
was six, taken to Nags Head, N.C., 
with other black children and their 



mothers. He remembered how 
everyone shook with fear as they 
passed a Klan rally outside Eliza- 
beth City. 

"Off in the distance in the fleki 
we saw a burning cross, a Klan 
rally. And I recall the stark terror of 
fear in my mother's face. You 
know what else there was? It was 
the flag that you want to put on 
the license plates. All we could do 
was hope and pray that wc wmild 
not become victims of racial vio- 
lence." 

This is a freecounuy, but there 
is a difference between the free ex- 
pression of a private citizen voic- 
ing opinions and the collective ±- 
cision of the representatives of the 
Commonwealth to represent all 
Virginians. The Confederate battle 
flag does not rqnesentall Virgini- 
ans;

Debunking 
myths about 
Honest Abe 



Ftom time to time I have used 
Richard Shenkmui as a reference for 
subjects in this column. Stoikman, 
who wrote the \xxk tided "Legends. 
Lies and 
Cherished 
Myths of 
American 
Hislory,"ha8 
spent years 
debunking 
many unfiw- 
getiable rev- 
elations of 
misinftmna- 
tion we tend 
to venerate. 
How often 
have we been 
reminded 
that Lincoln 
wrote his 
Gettysburg 
address 
aboard the 
train on his way to give the speech? 
Nice as it might be for this most 
impressive of speeches to have been 
dashed off in a moment of inspira- 
tion, it seems rather to have been the 
result of more mundane efforts of 
writing and rewriting. 

Several drafts of the speech have 
been discovered. One drah is written 
in Lincoln's own hand on executive 
stationary, not on the back of an oi- 
velope as has been the myth formany 

years. 

Ihough Lincoln was a great orator, 
he gave far fewer speeches as presi- 
dent dian is pq>ularly believed. While 
his critics frequently and loudly be- 
moaned his handling of the war, he 
reacted usually by silence. As he ex- 
plained toaMaryland crowd in 1862, 
"In my present position it is hardly 
proper for me to make speeches. " He 
seemed particularly afraid of saying 
something offensive bi an off-the- 
cuff remark. 

When a crowd gathered to greet 
him at die Gettysburg train stttion, he 
refused to say anything lest he says 
something "foolish." In the years 
immediately after he was killed, Lin- 
coln became emcshed in dozens of 
religious myths, in the most famous 
one preachers ascribed significance 
to the fact that Lincoln died on Good 
Friday. 

Then there is the question , of 
Lincoln's attitude toward blacks. 

He disliked slavery, but he wasn't 
an abolitionist. Aldiough he opposed 
the extension of slavery, he believed 
that to save the Union, slavoy ought 
tobe left untouched wh«e it was, and 
although he is known as die Great 
Emancipator.hisEmfmcipation Proc- 
lamation didn't end slavery since it 
applied to states that had rebelled 
whwe Lincoln didn't have any au- 
thori^. 

Aftw Elijah Lovejoy, an anti-sla- 
very editor, had been killed by a pro- 
slavery mob, Lincoln made a speech 
in Worchester, Mass. and joked diat 
"We have had a few abolitionists in 
Illinois and we shot one die oUin 
day."

H^she will also have a few simple 
questions about the patient's condi- 
tion. Even while you are talking, the 
data is sent across the room to a 
dispatcher who will send die aiqiro- 
iniaie emergency crew.

for help each year. Dedicated volun- 
teer EMT's uid paramedics are m 
duty around the clock to respond to 
all types of injuries and ilhiesses. 
They have ^)ecially designed vdiicles 
with irienty of lights mid sirois to 
speed them to your side. However, 
all die tools, training and technology 
are wasted when crews are unable to 
locate your address. 

Poorly-lighted, missing or ob- 
scured housenumbers can cause criti- 
cal delays. Here are some things you 
can do to help the rescue squad find 
you and your family: 

■Ensure house numbers are cleariy 
visible from die street day and night. 
Do not rely on your mailbox maildng 
alone. These are often too small and 
are difficult to see at night. 

■ If your numbers are painted on 
the curb, keep leaves and other debris 
clear. You can check this each time 
you collect your mail. If cars can park 
in front of the numbers, don't rely on 
them as your only maricer. 

■ Turn on m outside light after 
calling 911. Even during the day- 
time, this is another signal. 

■ If extra help is available, have 
someone stand in your yard to wave 
to the ambulance. If no one else is 
with you, an open front door will 
stand out from your neighbors. 

■ People with difficult addresses 
should advise the 911 operator of 
directions. This is very important in 
rural areas or at die end of die long 
lanes. 

■ Apartment and condominium 
residents must encourage prt^rty 
managers to clearly label each build- 
ing. Rememb«r Uiat parking q)ace 
numbers don't always match the 
nearby ^)adments. 

There are 1 1 all-volunteer rescue 
squads across die city ready to serve 
your family. However, it is important 
diat you make your home easy to 
locate. Rememte", diey can't help 
you if diey can't find you.

Lucio "Lu" Hill can brag — literally — 
diat volunteer work "floats his boat." 

The Virginia Beach resident is U.S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary Flotilla 57's Auxilarist d" 
die Year. 

A retired naval aviator. Hill has volun- 
teered for die Litde Creek-based flotilla for 
more than two years. His mission is educa- 
tion: Making sure that folks learn die com- 
mon sense rules of seamanship before hit- 
ting the waves. 

After retiring from the Navy in 1978 widi 
27 years of service, HiU woriced as an elec- 
tronic warfare systems contractor htiare 
joining the auxiliary two and a half years 
a^. 

Flotilla commander Jerry Rogoff con- 
vinced Hill his free time could be spent in 
an outlet diat would pay off by helping oth- 
ers. 

"He did it!" Hill mused, pointing at Ro- 
goff. "I'd never diought about the auxiliary 
befwe, but diis is fun. It's die type of envi- 
ronment I'm used to. They put die handcuffs 
on me and I've been here ever since." 

Hill began by doing public affairs for the 
flotilla, then he volunteered at the Mid- 
Atlantic Boat Show at the Pavilion. Now 
he's an educator teaching courses in boating 
skills, seamanship and related topics. 

"I'm die school master," he joked. "We 
hold basic boating and sailing classes. We 
even have somediing for die kids." 
The latter is especially important to Hill. 
"It's smart to start diem off early. It really 
has an effect. Many of the children have 
parents who have boats, and the next diing 
you know you have die parents calling to 
take the basic boating course." 

Hill estimates he has taught more than 
500 people since becoming an auxilarist. He 
sti-ongly believes diat everyone should take 
a basic boating course before heading out 
on the water. 

"It's funny," Hill reflected. "You've got 
these people sitting on the bridge of a big 
old boat and you think. 'Wow, he must real- 
ly know his boats!' But diat's not always 
true." 

Rogoff, Hill's friend and commander, said 
the incentives offered by insurance compa- 
nies have helped bolster interest in basic 
boating courses. Personal watercraft safety 
has also become a hot topic lately and in- 
creased interest in the courses. 

The prcqier mindset is most conducive to 
safe boating. Hill said. 

"The best diing to do. even before you ap- 
proach the boat, is start thinking diat you're 
out in the water. You anticipate before you 
do out," he shared. 

A resident of Cape Henry Shores, Hill has 
put in an estimated 600-plus hours on the 
job. 

"The award said I put in 600-some hours. 
But it's been fun for me and I lose u-ack," 
she said. 

In addition to teaching. Hill goes on safe- 
ty patrols and search and rescue missions 
with the flotilla. SUll, he enjoys die educa- 
tion aspect best. 

"It's been fun. You just have to keep mov- 
ing — I have to build an empire (referring 
to the school children whom he educates). 

"We need about 10 Lu Hills, But, then 
again, I'd be happy if we just got five," Ro- 
gofl said.

not exceed the standard, but the 
sound inside the homes is the prob- 
lem.

She said $500,000 is a terrible 
amount of money and the city is 
saying the people will have to go 
through another year.

The first step,which would cost 
$12.8 million, would: replace die 
microwave backbone to addr^s die 
capacity issues of die existing sys- 
tem; replace die 800 mHz (mega- 
herz) simulcast radio system equip- 
ment as needed; replace the mobile 
data terminals with mobile data 
computers to address the Y2K 
{nx^lem and to expand functionali- 
ty of die officers equipment and ca- 
pabilities; provide for a new radio 
transmission site in the Bayskie 
section of die city and to eiqnnd 
the capacity of the transmission 
site in the oceanfront section of die 
city — both will address known 
cov»age and ctpicity issues of die 
existing system; provide for a new 
radio transmission site in die 
Kempsville section of the city to 
address radio (Average issues in diis 
area, and renovate equipment ^»ce 
as required to accommodate die new 
system. 

The second step would provide 
for funding widiin the capital im- 
provement program for a {biased 
OMiversion over several years of the 
anakig handsets to digital. 

To complete die first step, city 
mana^r James K. Spwe said diat 
$5.6 million more is needed dian is 
budgeted. 

When questioned by council- 
woman Reba McClanan, Sullivan 
said that die city is limited to two 
ven<kvs and that Motorola is die 
only company that makes die 
equipment needed. "We dcxi't really 
have a choice," he smd. 

Mayor Meyera Qketndsda^pA 
whedier Motorola has changed its 



attitude to become customer fiiend- 

ly. 

Sullivan replied that Motorola 
has assigned a Motorola rqxesenta- 
tive to the account, and said that a 
lot of grumbling from the public 
has been from folks with older ra- 
dios. 

E. Dean Block, director of mm- 
agement, said that that $12.8 mil- 
lion can replace the infrastructure 
now, and diat by delaying die re- 
placement of analog phones widi 
digital phones three or four years 
firom now, the cost now at $8,000 
to $9,000 a unit, might come 
down. Block said the city has 
2,600 hand-held phones which at 
today's prices would cost $22 mil- 
lion to replace. 

Sullivan said diat the first users 
of a new technology always pay a 
premium. 

To fund the program staff 
has recommended using the hmd 
balance of public safety funds and 
the public utility fund to minimize 
debt requirements; use lease pur- 
chase financing over a five-year

shortfall. If state funding is not 
available, an E911 tax increase 
could be considered. Eadi peraiy in- 
crease in die E91 1 tax rate wouM 
genoate $25,000 a year. 

If all of Uie local funding is uses 
and no additional funding comes 
from die state the annual shortage 
in coffering debt service paymoits 
would be approximately $300,000 
which would require an £911 tax 
increase of approximately 1 2 cotts 
on die mondily rate. 

Users of die system inclutte po- 
lice, fire, emergency medical ser- 
vices, public utilities, public 
works, general services, parks and 
recreation, housing and neighbor- 
hood ixeservation, lilMtuies and die 
shoifiTs office. 

Sullivan said diat die city is fie- 
ing major problems widi the cur- 
rent system which was initially in- 
stalled in the eariy 1980s and is 
comprised primarily of die 
computer-aided dispatch system, 
the microwave transmission sys- 
tem and die simulcast radio sys- 
tem.

"It makes no sense to keep 
telling the public to spay or neuter 
their animals when muiy of them 
simply can't afford the veterinary 
fees," says Tidewater Humane Ex- 
ecutive Director Connie Wallaeit 
"Hqiefully, this program will ro- 
sult in the altering of a couple of 
hundred animals that would other- 



wise be producing kittens and pup- 
pies this spring."

February is celebratedby humane 
organizations nationwide as "Rn- 
vent A Litter Month."

What this latest CNO initiative 
means for ships in the Navy is less 
time at sea, fewer inq)ections and 
less p^r work with which to con- 
tend 

What this change means to Skin- 
ner, the 21-year-old son of Carolyn 
Skinner of Chesapeake, is that he 
and his shipmates will be q)ending' 
less time at sea aboard the ship and 
more time at home. 

To cut down the woridoad of a 
Navy heavily deployed around the 
globe, the CNO recendy lediKed 
the demands on sailors stationed 
aboard ships. 

As a result. Petty Officer 3id 
Class Skinner and thousands of 
other sailivs will not go through as 
many inspections at sea. By com- 
bining some inspections and elimi- 
nating others, the CNO has al- 
lowed Skinner to spend more time 
with friends and family before and 



after majcv overseas deplo>'ments. 

Skinner, an aviation weapons 
handler, maintains, inspects and 
handles all types of weapons and 
ammo carried on naval aircraft The 
three-year Navy veteran believes 
that this new policy will improve 
the quality of life in die Navy. 

"It sounds like it will boost 
morale," said Skinner, a 1995 grad- 
uate of Menchville High School. 

The Constellation, an 88,000-ton 
Kitty Hawk class aircraftcarrier, is 
capable of projecting power around 
the globe in support of U.S. inter- 
ests with state-of-the-art aircraft 
such as the F- 14 Tomcat and F/A- 
18 Hornet. The mere presence of 
aircraft carriers such as Constella- 
tion located off a potential adver- 
sary's coast is sometimes all Uiat 
is needed to deter aggression and 
provide stability to the region. 

Skinner believes it is important 
for the Navy to deploy aircraft car- 
riers like the Constellation over- 
seas. 

"I feel it is important because we 
have to maintain a strong jwescnce 
overseas, while providing security 
for the United States," Skinner 
said. 

Keeping peace in a volatile workl 
is demanding. While on six-month 
long deployments, sailors face long

hours and the direat of enemy ag- 
gression. Once back home, howev- 
er, die sailors welcome the «tra 
time to spend with dieir families 
and friends. 

"It will improve the strong fami- 
ly structure,'* Skinner said. 

The Navy continues to find ways 
to improve the lives of its sailors. 
This change is a benefit for all 
diose continuing their challenging 
and rewarding career in die Navy.

(SPS A), has exceeded expect^icms. 

Not only is more waste recycled than 
under the SPS A program, but participa- 
tion is greater, the cost of handling recy- 
cled materials less and the cost of han- 
dling the materials is below projections. 

Wale Kyle, waste management almin- 
istrator, at a City Council workshop last 
week, gave a glowing report on the pro- 
gram, which was implemented in August 
of 1997. 

Undo- a contract with Tidewater Fibre 
Cwp., the city recycles all the materials 
it collects in the now familiar tall blue 
containers, Kyle said, and sends none to 
the landfills. 

Hie city's residents, which historically 
have been conscientious recyclers, qukk- 
ly reqnndedto the program which pro- 
vides residents with containers that are 
the same size as the regular garbage ccm- 
tainers, much larger than the small 



SPSA containers, allowing more types 
oftrashtobetecycled. 

The city pulled its r^ycling program 
away fiom SK A's when the regional or- 
ganization announced a dollar increase per 
household in the recycling fee. SPSA 
later lowered the cost to 50 cents. The 
city's cost pa househoU is $1.01 com- 
pared to the projected $1 .28. 

When the city discontinued participa- 
tioa in the SPSA program in July 1996, 
it implemented 50 oihanced drop-off le- 
cycling centos while staff evaluated auto- 
mated curbside recycling ^rvice. The city 
began its automated curbside recycling 
servfce in August 1997 for 112,994 cus- 
tomers. The city had projected 100,000 
customers. 

Kyle said the city tried to put in a pro- 
gram that was convenient to the cus- 
toiners and collected three times the 
amount of mataials it did previously. 

The cost per ton of materials, projected 
at $40, has actually been $33.30 a ton, 
and 76 percent of the households partici- 
pate in the program, compared to 34 per- 
cent participation by SPSA customers. 
The convenience and larger size of the

attractive. 

Kyle, oCFerlxig a background of 
the city's recycling efforts, said that Uie 
city was the first in the region to have 
newspaper collections for recycling at all 
public schools — by DecembCT 1988. In 
May 1989, it participated in a pilot pro- 
gram of SPSA's collection of cutside 
recyclables and, in October of 1990. im- 
plementeda drop-off recycling center pro- 
gram. 

In May 1991, the city added yard waste 
to its recycling program, and in June 
1991, passenger tires. In June 1991, the 
city implemented appliance recycling at 
the Virginia Beach Landfill. 

Kyle said that many more residents 
wanted service in the city program than 
were anticipated. 

Although no revenues were projected 
during the first year of the city's contract 
with Tidewater Fibre, the city recdved 
$26,261 in revenues. In addition, Kyle 
said that $1.5 million in disposal costs 



wereav(»ded 

For all the good news, Kyle said that 
the staff was still woricing on improving 
the program — the projected tonnage re- 
cycled was 45,000 while the actual tim- 
nage was 35.152 — wd there have been 
some late collections. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan adsed 
what council members were supposed to 
tell people who call when containers are 
not picked up. Kyle said that the cos- 
tomers should leave the containers out 
and they will be collected the next day. 
He said that problem has been corrected. 

The total cost of the program is $4.3 
million and the city has avoided paying 
$2.9 million to SPSA. 

Kyle said that the city is now taigeting 
neighborhoods that are not participating 
now. He said however that the biggest 
gains were made in the beginning and 
participation has leveled off. ' 

City Manager James K. Spore said that 
during the first year of operation, partici- 
pation in the recycling program douHed 
and the amount of recycled material 
tripled. 



Discovering refuge's winter beauty 



Even when the temperatures drop, 
Bact( Bay is stiil teeming with iife

Back Bay doesn't sleep during the win- 
ter. 

In fact, dial's so much night life at 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge diat die fdaoe 
is ■ hubbub of sounds, including the 
screeching and calling of migrattny wa- 
terfowl and the roar of the wind and 
ocean. 

"You think of a wildlife refuge as 
being quiet, but when I come down here 
at night this time of year it's a very 
noisy place." sakl volunteer Reese LukeL 

Lukei. who logs in a lot of hours at 
die refuge, shared some of his obsova- 
tions with about 40 visitors during a 
winter wildlife walk at the refuge. 

On this sunny afternoon, the wind 
coming off of Back Bay was about the 
only activity, but Lukei pointed out ani- 
mal tracks as he led die group on a sbon 
walk dvough some of die interior trails 
and boardwalks and ovo' to die beach. 

The walk was leisurely, and Lukei told 
the visitors a litde about the area's ecolo- 
gy, geology and history. He shared some 
of his own thoughts about how the vari- 
ous ecosystems that exist between Back 
Bay and die Atlantic Ocean have changed 
in the recent and not so recent past 

The water level in Back Bay has risen 
noticeably just in die last few years. 
Lukei said, pointing to trees near the 
bay's edge diat are dying as the result of 
too much water around their roots. Back 
Bay's water was, at one time, so shallow 
Uiat Confederate, fleeing from die invad- 



ing Union Army, walked across die bay 
to die westnn shoe. 

In SqMMiber 1863. a group of Union 
soldiera marched from Norfolk, at diat 
time under Union occupation, to seize 
salt minei lo^Mtdon Bade Bay near die 
site of the present-d^reAii^. It took die 
invading Army about diree days to get 
from Norfolk to the bay, probably be- 
caase Ccmfederate sympathizers living 
along the way made it as difficult as pos- 
sible for the sddiers. 

When they did finally reach die site, 
however, they evidendy didn't encounter 
much resistance from die wtnkers. who 
beat a watoypath to safety on die bay's 
western side. 

"At that time the bay was so shallow 
you crnddwaOc across it, tnidnowitav- 
era^ about six feet deep" Lukei said. 

A rising water table has reduced die 
number of trees oa the barrier spit, but 
human activity has also contributed to 
die decline. Lukei speculated diat miKh 
of die area used to be covned by hu^ cy- 
press trees that were cut down to clear 
land or to use as timber in building hous- 
es. 

In die last coitury, various fishing and 
farming communities (tevelopedon die 
barriaspit or the Back Bay islands, in- 
cluding a farming community on Long 
Island and a community of hunters and 
watermen in Wash Woods.

31st Street development, and many 
others. 

They have noted again and again 
how tens of diousands of citizens 
have enjoyed events in city-initiated 
venues they would not otherwise have 
enjoyed, how investment in tourism 
areas has yielded huge funding sup- 
port for city wide needs, and how our 
aggressive business developmentpro- 
grams have paid off many-fold for 
continuing prosperity in Virginia 
Beach. 

Many residents understand the 
value of at least some of these initia- 
tive, but dieir fundamental ques- 
tions remain: Should Virginia Beach 
be in the "business in the First place? 
How do these rapenditures relate to 
you and your family, and what you 
e^giect city govemtiient to provide 
for you? These questions echo as the 
message diat many in city govon- 
ment and many members of City 
Council have taken from Uie election 
returns. 

At the century's turn, Virginia 
Beach is no longer the rural subiut 
and quaint rescMt it once was. And its 
government cannot simply take in 
tax dollars and redistribute them just 
to the basic services historically as- 
sociated with cities, hoping and pray- 
ing that there will be enough money 
to meet oiff needs next year and the 
years after that. 

Virginia Beach is the most popu- 
lous city in Virginia. Were it to be 
magically transplanted, it would be 
the most populous city in many states. 
Wehaveenormousinfrastructureand 
operational systems in transpoitation, 
utilities, education, recreation, pub- 
lic safety and the like, many of which 
dwarf their counterparts elsewhere. 
We are a thriving and growing "me- 
tropolis" in many of die senses that 
word will have in the next millen- 
nium. 

Many of our City Council meca- 
hcK and many other concerned resi- 
dents know that we must create and 
nurture a new vision of our future if 
we arc to keep this metropolis thriv- 
ing, to finance, maintain and improve 
a city mA a school system that most 
citizens want for themselves, their 
chiklren and their grandchildren. 

This Is why the city has undertaken 
these extraordinary efforts to build 
tax base and additional community 
infrastructure, often leveraging mini- 
mal public dollars to obtain massive 



private in vestmentto benefit diecom- 
munity. 

In our shared visicm of the city, the 
IMojects and initiatives undo' way — 
and odiers to cotic — are all related 
to and depeadaxA upon each other, 
and are required to sustain and en- 
hance a vibiait, high-quality, highly 
educated, financially sound city 
whoe we can all live good lives and 
prober. 

We cannot thrive without them. 
Hardly a day goes by wheai we don't 
hear mc»e srtxmt the fiscal stresses of 
Virginia's cities and counties and 
whia the slate and federal govern- 
ments might ot might not do about 
them. 

Virginia Beach is not immwie from 
these stresses fflid cannot continue to 
rely soldy mi existing resoiuces to 
meet our needs, so we must work 
diligently and cmdvely to secure a 
positive tonuHTOw for our citizens. 

All of us in city govonment are 
conconed with the needs of Virginia 
Beach citizens and the education of 
our children first We have come to 
recognize and supp(M thecrucial role 
business plays in our society and the 
need to fosto* public-ini vate paitna- 
ships when diey serve Uie people. If 
we didn't fiimly believe that city 
government's "business" efforts are 
in die best long-term interests of the 
city and its residents, we would not 
support them as we do.

!Hs>n ^omburg: ^e beat goes on

Ron Thranburg has had "the beat" since 
he was a youngster banging on pots and 
pans in his mother's kitchen. 

Acdve in two locally-based bands. Satin 
Sound in Virginia Beach and Ron, Bob and 
Co. in Chesapeake, he's sdll making music 
today. 

"Actually, my parents bought me diis lit- 
tle drum when I was ^ut 8 or 9, and they 
used to sit me out under this tree where I'd 
beat on it all day long," he chuckled. 

Hiomburg's natural inclination led him to 
music lessons at Norview High School. 
After earning the Purple Heart for service 
during the Korean War, he joined the U.S. 
Marine Corps Band-Camp Pendleton, Calif. 
That particular band still performs annually 
in die Rose Bowl Par^e. 

"After being wounded in Korea, I didn't 
want to go back into tanks," he explained. 

When he returned to Norfolk, Thwnbuig 
took lessons so he xould become a "dance 
band" drummer and joined the Elwood Dun- 
can Band.

Schooner project could be 
ambassador of Virginia 



Educationai 
opportunities 
aiad available

. ;' A familiar face — well, sort of 
' — will soon sail around the world 
as the newest ambassador for the 
Commonwealth of Virginia. Plans 
are being made to build a replica of 
the historic 1 18- foot pilot schooner 
Virginia that once sailed the waters 
off Hampton Roads. 

The original Virginia began sail- 
ing in 1917 and aided in World War 
I as a convoy ship on the Virginia 
coast. Once the war ended the Vir- 
ginia was primarily used as a pilot 
ship that guided other incoming 
ships past buoys and throitgh fog 
and safely into the docks. 

The Virginia sailed until 1932, 
when records show the vessel was 
sold to South American interests. 
No records after that indicate what 
became of the ship. 

Rick Boesch, executive directtff 
of the Schooner Virginia Project, 
gave birth to the idea of building 
the replica over four years ago after 
sailing aboard the Pride of Balti- 
more. 

"With Virginia being so rich in 
history, I realized that area doesn't 
have anything like this," Boesch 
said. 

Boesch familiarized himself with 
the ship's historic past and studied 
the feasibility of building the ship. 
He studied the success of the Pride 
of Baltimore, and realized that the 
>ship had been featured on numerous 
ta^levision programs, and had been 
the sU'^ect of over 1000 news arti- 
cles in orijy eight years of exis- 
tence. '^ 

After working on the project as a 
volunteer, BJbeschleft a managerial 
ptsilion wiai Planet Music to head 
tht project 'full-time. He estimates 
he spends 60 hours a week on the 
project, , and has seven assistants 
who aidrtiim in day-to-day opera- 
tions. 

Construction of the vessel will 
begin early this summer in Nor- 
folk, and the projected launch date 
of the vessel will be April 2000. 
Initially, the ship will participate 
as the Commonwealth of Virgini- 
a's representative in Operation Sail 
2000, the largest gathering of tall 
ships this century. 

A nationwide search for a builder 
has been narrowed down to two, 
one of whom will be named within 
the next 60 days. The construction 
of the Virginia will utilize tradi- 
tional wooden boatbuilding tech- 
niques, and a vacant pier in a Nor- 
folk's downtown waterfront disUiQt 
has been secured for easy public ac- 
cess. 

Thus far, the project has raised 
$3{K),000, but total cost to build 
the Virginia will be $3.5 million, 
according to Boesch. 



The annual operating budget once 
the vessel is completed will be 
$875,000 a year. 

The ship will self-fmance about a 
quarter of its annudl budget, but 
corporate gifts, government sup- 
port, and individual contributions 
are expected to offset the remaining 
cost. 

The construction of the Virginia 
also presents a unique educational 
opportunity for students through- 
out the commonwealth. While 
only in the initial stages, Boesch 
hopes to incorporate as many stu- 
dents into the project as quickly as 
possible. 

"It's exciting because it's turning 
kids on to education," said Robert 
Bobulinski, executive director for 
the Making a Difference Founda- 
tion in Virginia Beach. 

His group, as well as the South 
Hampton Roads Alliance and Vol- 
unteer Hampton Roads, met with 
Boesch to discuss how to use the 
building of the Virginia to help 
local students in their education. 

Participating classrooms will be 
able to link into the ship's website 
via the Internet during the construc- 
tion period and watch live shots of 
the ship as it is being built from 
the ground up. 

Additionally, students will learn 
the practical dynamics of astrono- 
my, math, oceanography, and relat- 
ed sciences as it applies to ship 
building. Students will also brush 
up on their history as they learn 
about the original ship's exciting 
past. 

Some classrooms are expected to 
make field trips to the construction 
site as well. And depending on in- 
surance regulations, students may 
be able to physically participate in 
the actual building of the ship. 

Some lucky students wHl be 
given the chance to take a short 
trip aboard the ship and recount 
their sailing adventures in a month- 
ly newsletter, The Ocean Journal. 

The newsletter will be mailed to 
students and keep them abreast on 
the latest news about the crew, as 
well as answer questions submitted 
from students, and let them read ex- 
cerpts from the ship's log. 

Once completed Boesch estimates 
more than 53,000 visitors will 
board the ship each year and that 43 
million people will hear about the 
ship through print, radio, or televi- 
sion in that same period. 

This exposure will give the 
Commonwealth an estimated $10 
million in free advertising. 

Ironically, Boesch who is doing 
so much for the state of Virginia, 
isn't even a native Virginian. He 
came from Pennsylvania 14 years 
ago after being assigned here by the 
Navy. 

"I liked the area, so I decided to 
stay," said Boesch. Many Virgini- 
ans will soon be glad he stayed.

Preschoolers 
discover talents 
at the Beach

Parents of preschoolers have a 
new option for what to do with 
their tireless creative bundles of en- 
ergy — a new preschool for the 
arts offering music, art and danoe 
classes for children from birth 
through 6 in Virginia BeiK;h. 

According to director Vijginia 
Largent, the school is the only one 
in the area to offer classes in all 
three artistic areas and specialized 
activities for preschoolers. 

"The arts are the best thing you 
can put your child into," she said. 
"It helps with coordination, listen- 
ing skills and emotional and social 
development." 

Largent is a young bundle of en- 
ergy herself. She hops around with 
the children, singing and marching. 
With a degree is music, she helps 
them explore the world of music, 
by listening, touching and feeling. 

Dancing comes natural to the 
teacher, and she has incorporated 
the natural style of rhythm in the 
classes — even for newborns. 

"Babies naturally bob when they 
hear music," she said, moving ho- 
head to the music. 

In Largent' s foundation class, 
newborns through toddlers aaxm- 
panied by parents participate in 
movement and musical activities to 
increase intelligence, social skills 
and the world around them. She 
said parents learn about the present 
cognitive skills and sensory devel- 
opments of their child to encourage 
future attitudes of sensory develop- 
ments of learning. 

But Largent doesn't do all the 
work herself. While she teaches the 
music classes, others teach art and 
dance. 

"Our teachers are well-qualified 
and they have no more than eight 
children per class," she said. 

The school in divided up into 
clean, friendly, spacious rooms. 
The energetic children attend one- 
hour sessions with breaks for 
snacks and refreshing. The chikiren 
seemed eager to learn and quite ac- 
complished at their tasks. 

In art on Saturday, the children 
made puppets and valentines fat 
their parents. They have also 
worked on a group project of a dj- 
signing a three-dimensional card- 
board train. Each class had to work 
together to make one car. 

"It was a really team effort," 
Largent said. "They had to deckle 
the shape and colors they were 
going to use. They learned about

working together and communica- 
tion skills." 

All of the classes fit the children. 
The dance teacher doesn ' t do the ac- 
complished steps that she is c^- 
ble of, but instead becomes child- 
like, hopping and twisting mi 
leading her students by example. 

In the music classes, the children 
learn about the sounds of different 
instruments by marching to the 
beat and playing simple instru- 
ments. They also role play, such as 
pretending they are bees buzzing 
with colorful scarves. 

Largent said this type of learning 
has its roots in educational neu- 
ropsycology, which helps develop 
the brain so children catch on 
faster. 

She also uses the study of multi- 
ple intelligence, which is just be- 
ginning to catch on in schools. 
The theory says there are eight dif- 
ferent learning styles, such as 
mathematics, self expression or in- 
ventors etc. The key is to let the 
child use that style to learn and 
they will make incredible progress 
in the lives. 

Whatever the theory behind it, 
the program is successful. The 
school has only been open since 
October and Largent gets calls daily 
from people wanting to enroll their 
child. 

Judging from the smiles on the 
faces of the teachers, children and 
the parents, the program appears to 
be more than successful. It's just 
plain fun.

area earlier in the spring, he added. 
Those birds, which winter further 
south, return hereto nest and raise 
their young in the spring. 

The osprey used to return about 
March IS, Lukei said, but now 
they begin to i^jpearby the end of 
February. Ospreys mate for life, 
but during the summer they "go 
their own ways then meet back in 
the exact same spot" in the spring 
to raise their young. 

Lukei expects that the two who 
have, for the past several years, 
built a nest atop the Sandbridge 
watn' tower, will be back "in about 
two weeks." 

De^te the nature and man-made 
changes to the ecosystem. Bade 
Bay remains a productive area 
Right now, there's not a lot of 
human activity since the interior 
trails leading to False Cape State 
Park are ctosed until April 1. Tliis 
summer, however, refuge officials 
hope to open a public, 
handicqjped-accessible fishing area 

Summertime visitors will also 
see other signs that the area's teem- 
ing with life, he added, pointing to 
a pond that, this July, will teem 
with the yellow blooms. The na- 
tive Amoican lotus, which used to 
bloom in Tabernacle Creek on 
Sandbridge Road, has become al- 
most extinct in Virginia Beach. 

A healthy growth has {^ipearedin 
this pond, howeva, which is also 
the home of two water moccasins 
"that have lived in it for years," 
Lukei said. 

"The cottonmouths stay in the 
sun in the open water during the 
spring," Lukei said, "but in the hot 
summer they stay underneath the 
banks' where they often startle un- 
suspecting visitors. 

This time of year, it's possible to 
catch a glimpse of the migratoy 
waterfowl, and one visitor last 
weekend reported seeing a whale 
out in the ocean. 

The sighting was unconfirmed, 
but others who attended the walk 
said that they'd recoitlyseen sever- 
al whales along the Vi^inia Beach 
coastline, some very close to 
shore. 

"I like to come here to see the 
animals," one young visitor said. 
"I've seen rabbits, turtles and fish 
here, but I think I like it's better 
here in the summer."

Wildlife Refuge and False Oq)e 
State Paric often catch a glimpse of 
feral pigs and horses, the descen- 
dants of animals once owned by the 
Back Bay residents. Those who par- 
ticipated in last weekend's walk 
also saw first-hand evidence of nu- 
tria, a large rodent that's migrated 
northward to Back Bay. 

The nutria, which are native to 
South America, were brought to 
Louisiana earlier this century to be 
raised for fur. They escaped intt) the 
wild, and have wandered as £ar 
north as Maryland aid Delaware. 
Hiese animals, which Uve ia the 
soft mud around inland waterways, 
are thought to displace native 
species, such as the muskrats. Be- 
cause they tunnel undoground, 
they also contribute to erceion, 
Lukei said. 

Nutria are difficult to control be- 
cause they have no natural enemies 
and, because there's no market for 
either their meat or their fur, no 
one is interested in hunting them. 

Phragmites, a non-native plant 
that's invaded the marshes, has also 
di^laced native species that provid- 
ed food for the watnfowl. Lukei 
said that this plant probably spead 
to this counby from seeds earned 
on someone's shoes, is extremely 
invasive and has no know nutri- 
tional value. 

Several different ecosystems, in- 
cluding the ocean, beach, dunes, 
marshes, maritime forest and bay, 
exist within less than a mile of 
each other on the barrier spit. The 
area's evolved over the cotbffies, 
but more recent chmiges include the 
construction of dikes to attract wa- 
terfowl. Officials at the wikllife 
refuge flood die impoundmotts dur- 
ing the winter, hoping to attract 
more migratory waterfowl to the 
area. 

During the 1970s and 1980s, the 
number of migratory birds severely 
declined, but there's been some in- 
crease this decade, Lukei said. This 
year, there have been fewer sight- 
ings, but that's probably because of 
the mild weadio'. 

"We think that they just stopped 
further north and ^yed there be- 
cause oi the weadta." he said. 

Mild winters in the past 10 years

Weekend conference examines 
nature-based businesses iiere

Lillie Gilbert sees a growing in- 
terest in nature-based activities 
among groups as diverse as senicM' 
citizens. Girl Scouts, tourists and 
locals. 

That's why Gilbert, owner of

"Finding the Green" in eco- 
tourism will be the theme of this 
year's conference, which will focus 
on marketing nature-based activi- 
ties. Steve Millburg, travel and 
lifestyle editor for Coastal Living 
magazine, will deliver the keynote 
spcaJh at 8:30 a.m. 

Millburg will address the eco- 
nomic opportunities associated 
with ecotourism, according to Von 
Gilbreath, public relations account 
executive for Bark»^ Campbell Far- 
ley & M^sfield,a public relations 
group that works with the city to 



market tourism. She and Budc^ 
Wheeler, supervise of the Visitw 
Information Center, said that the 
conference is aimed at both envi- 
ronmentalists and small business- 
men who might find a niche in the 
ecotourism market 

"We're looking for small busi- 
ness provido^, and particularly for 
providers of services such as hotels 
and restaurants that might not be 
thought of as ecotourism," Wheeler 
said. 

The conference will also focus on 
the role that governmental agencies 
can play in ecotourism devdop- 
ment. Locally, the city and private 
developers have woriced with state 
and federal officials to increase 
awareness of ecotourism destina- 
tions, including the Marine Science 
Museum, False Cape State Park 
and Back Bay WildUfe Refuge. 

Businesses and government offi- 
cials have worked together since 
1996 to promote the city's natural 
resources. Since then, they have 
published a self-guided brochure of 
the nature-based attractions here and 



formed a regional natme-based trav- 
el package with Eastern Shore offi- 
cials. 

Last year, ecotourism imxnoters 
OTganized the Virginia Ecotourism 
Association, a nrai-ivofit group of 
p)vemment agents, tour opoators 
and business people interested in 
ecotourism. Since then, local at- 
tractions, including False Cape 
State Park and the marine scioice 
museum, have been featured in na- 
tional publications. 

The kayaking opportunities in 
Virginia Beach, in particular, have 
attracted attmtion in publications, 
including The Washington Post 
and Canoe & Kayak. 

Gilbert, who's involved in the 
ecotourism association, has spon- 
swBd sea kayak trips, as well as 
canoe tours of local wataways. 
She sees a growing interest among 
locals as well as tourists in these 
water-based nature tours. 

"People call us every day (to get 
informatkm on scheduled activities) 
Gilbert said. "We maitet locally 
and nationally, and I see an interest 
growing in all ages of die popula- 
tion." Many senior citizens arc 
now interested in outdoor recre- 
ation, she added, and "a Girl Scout 



troop called the other day wanting 
information on canoe classes." 

Gilbert, whose two comf»nies 
inclu(ki Wild Rivers Inc. and WiU 
River Touring Company, is also 
involved in river clean-ups induct- 
ed annually. WiM Rivers Inc. helps 
clean up West Neck Creek, on the 
Back Bay watershed and they've 
also adopted Box Lake, whk;h is in 
the northwestern fait of the city.

Stout's versatili- 
ty allows it to q)eiate independent- 
ly or in support of aircraft canier 
and amphibious operations. 

Travel is a great benefit for all 
Navy personnel.

It's good news for the city — the fiscal 
year 2000 real estate assessment of 
$20,881,404,778 is 5 percent higher than 
the current assessment. 

This means that each penny of the 
$1.22 tax rate will generate $2,088,000 
in revenue for a total tax of 
$254,753,000. 

The news may .not be so good for the 
property owners who will experience an 
average assessment change for individual 
properties of plus 3.66 percent — unless 
they like the idea that their property is 
appreciating. 

J. D. Banigan, real estate assessor, who 
made his annual report to council Tues- 
day at a work session, said assessment 
notices are being sent out today but only 

Telecom 
fee would 
filter down 
to users

What the city would have liked, said 
City Manager James K. Spore, was the 
ability to charge a 5 percent franchise fee 
on the use by telephone service providers 
of the city's rights-of-way. 

It would be like the one Norfolk has 
and is being grandfathered because of new 
state legislation. 

What the city got from the General As- 
sembly in 1998 was enabling legislation 
which would permit localities to adopt a 
fee passed on to the user by way of a line 
item on telephone bills. 

The minimum rate would be 50 cents a 
month per access line starting with the 
year 2000. This will mean a $6 annual 
increase in a phone bill. If an individual 
or business has more than one line, of 
course the bill will be more. 
/"When City Council heard about the 
/ legislation from E. Dean Block, director 
I of management, at a work session Tues- 
day, it didn't sound too great. 

Mayor MeyeraObemdorf said , "I don't 
think this is such a good idea." 

Block said the city would receive rev- 
enues of approximately $1.5 million in 
2000 with continued growth anticipated 
in future years. 

Council decided to open the question to 
the public with a public hearing next 
Tuesday with a vote following the next 
week. 

The main disadvantage, said Block, is 

that the legislation requires the cost be 

passed on to the user. Also the 50 cent 

. fee is set in the legislation to be applied 

state-wide. 

Block said that council's policies are 
working for the '90s but the city still has 
problems created in the '60s and '70s cur- 
rently requiring improvements in infras- 
tructure. 

In his five-year forecast, he said, he 
forecast 4.5 percent growth He said that 
the growth will be sufficient most of the 
time to sustain programs, but will not

observed that the data indicates that the 
council policies in the '90s worked. 
Fewer homes were built but they are 
more valuable. 

Another offshoot of not building a lot 
of condos and townhouses during the 
'90s is that those that are here are appre- 
ciating. 

The mean assessment for houses built 
in the '90s is $167,8000 involving 
1 5,608 residences compared to a mean as- 
sessment of $1 1 1,900 for the 416,995 
houses built in the '80s. 

The next greatest mean assessment 
goes back to the residences built prior to 
1950s — 3,094 with a mean assessment 
of $159,600. 

The total greatest assessment was in 
Lynnhaven District at $4,997,124,034. 
Princess Anne was next with 



$3,248,289,635. Virginia Beach, 
$3,124,350,530;Bayside, 
$2,6768,366,274; Kempsville. 
$2,471,057,415; Centerville, 
$2,419,430,742; and Rose Hall, 
$1,757,786,148. 

The first half of the tax becomes due 
on Dec. 5, 1999 and the second half, on 
June 5, 2000. 

More good news: The total commercial 
new construction during 1998 increased 
by 32.4 percent to $11 1,506,678. 

The total new residential construction 
increased by 67.6 percent to 
$232,955,469. 

In 1 998 the average assessed value of 
new homes was $194,400 continuing a 
steady upward trend in value in the 90s.

jumped in. getting caUght underneath 
the cover. 

The possibility of tragedy was avert- 
ed, however, when quick-thinking 11- 
year-old Brian Campbell saved the 
toddler. 

Considered legally blind with 20-200 
vision corrected, the boy jumped into 
the pool and swam in the direction of 
the sounds, tore the cover away from 
the child, and took him out of the pool 
to his mother, Tara Johnson. 

"It was instinct on my part because I 
heard him screaming," Campbell ex- 
plained. He knew that the child was 
loo young to swim and he could hear 
fear in th6 screams. 

When he brought Nathaniel to his 
mother, she was torn between conflict- 



ing emotions. 

"His mother did not know what to 
do," said Campbell, "whether to spank 
him or hug him." 

Last week the young hero was hon- 
ored locally for his extraordinary feat. 
If it hadn't been for Campbell's in- 
volvement with Boy Scouts, however, 
who knows how that day might have 
turned out. 

Campbell holds the rank of Star in 
the Scouts and has been approved by 
the National Council of Boy Scouts for 
the Medal of Honor for Lifesaving. 

The troop had just worked on merit 
badges for first aid and were preparing 
to go on to work on swimming.

The faces of 
history may pot 
be recognizable 

Many famous people whose ap- 
pearances we think we know, we 
don't know at all. While almost ev- 
eryone has seen pictures of Christo- 
pher Colum- 
bus, for in- 
stance, none 
is genuine. 
Not a single 
artist painted 
his picture" 
during his 
lifetime. 

John 
Harvard's 
appearance 
is also a mys- 
tery .'The fa- 
mous seated 
sculpture 
bearing his 
name in 
Harvard 
Yard is an 
utter inven- 
tion. As was explained when the stat- 
ure was unveiled in 1884, "There is 
not known to be a portrait or any 
delineation or description of his per- 
sonality, his form or features," The 
artist was congratulated for making 
Harvard appear scholarly and 
thoughtful. 

But, for all we know, John Harvard 
might have looked like a well-fed 
beaver. 

It is believed we have a better idea 
of what William Penn looked like, 
but no one can be sure. The only 
portrait of Penn with any credibility 
was painted not by an artist, but by a 
druggist. Furthermore, it was done 
from memory years after Penn had 
died, and paintings done posthu- 
mously are notoriously unreliable. 

Patrick Henry's portrait was 
painted 16 years after he died by an 
artist who based the picture on a 
painting of Captain Cook, whom 
Henry was said to resemble. Only 
later, when a genuine real-life minia- 
ture of Henry suddenly surfaced, was 
it discovered that Henry looked noth- 
ing like Cook, 

For many years Gen, Charles Lee, 
the disgraced Revolutionary War 
hero, was confused with one Arthur 
O'Conner, a foreigner, O'Connor's 
portrait, painted by Rembrandt Peale 
in 1803, was misidentified after 1845 
as representing Lee. It wound up in 
numerous publications, including the 
"Cyclopedia of American Biography" 
and the Magazine of American His- 
tory. 

In the 19th century, a booklet that 
purported to show the picture of each 
and every signer of the Declaration 
of Independence was circulated. Un- 
fortunately 1 2 ofthe portraits, four of 
which hung in Independence Hall, 
were frauds. The images had been 
made up. No one knows what the 
men looked like, 

WhatJohnChapman (alias "Johnny 
Appleseed") really looked like is also 
anybody's guess. The only picture in 
which he is said to appear is shrouded 
in mystery. It was supposedly drawn 
by a student of Oberiine College, but 
apparently no one knows by whom. 
To add to the confusion, in two 
books the figure in the drawing is 
dressed differenti v

Virginia 

Beach, be- 
cause of its 
miles of sandy beaches and a variety 
of attractions, has been a popular 
tourist destination for many years. 
The Visitor Information Center has 
been providing information to make 
sure the Virginia Beach Experience 
is an enjoyable one. 

In the latter part of the '60s under 
the auspices of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce, visitor in- 
formation was provided to visitors in 
a small building located in front of 
the Virginia Beach Civic Center, bet- 
ter known as The Dome. 

In 1980, this responsibility was 
relinquished to the city of Virginia 
Beach and, in February of 1983, the 
operations moved their offices into 
the Dome giving them space 1 times 
larger than before. During this time, 
the Visitor Center helped more than 
70,000 walk-in visitors per year. They 
also handled telephone and mail in- 
quiries for more than 40,000 poten- 
tial visitors. 

. The Visitor Center moved to its 
current location at 2100 Parks Ave. 
in 1990. This prime location is easily 
accessible to all visitors heading to- 
ward the oceanfront and for all the 
residents of the city. Many functions 
and services have remained the same 
throughout the years although visita- 
tions to Virginia Beach have contin- 
ued to grow as indicated by the more 
than 2.5 million overnight visitors 
who annually come to the Resort 
Area. 

The Visitor Center is responsible 
for providing information concern- 
ing lodging, attractions, historical 
landmarks, recreational facilities, 
events and restaurants in Virginia 
Beach. During the summer season, 
this is usually done in person with 
walk-in visitors but they also handle 
inquiries by telephone and mail. Last 
year, the VisitorCenter assisted more 
than 100,000 walk-in visitors and 
fulfilled more than 350,000 telephone 
and mail inquiries. Many of these 
inquiries come through the 1-800-

For information on attractions, din- 
ing, festivals, recreational opportu- 
nities or if you just need a map, the 
Visitor Center is the place for you. 
The center is open daily from 9 a.m^ 
to 5 p.m., with extended hours of 9 
a.m. to 8 p.m. during the summer. If 
you do not have time to stop by the 
center, visit their web site at 
www.vbfun.com. When planning 
activities in Virginia Beach for your- 
self or out of town guests, get in touch 
with the Visitor Center and they will 
be happy to answer your questions.

The center con- 
tains hundreds of brochures about 
Virginia Beach and attractions 
throughout the state. This makes it a 
wonderful place for locals to learn 
more about their city and state. 

The center is often used as an edu- 
cational experience for students and 
local Girl Scout troops come and 
browse through the brochures on 
Virginia Beach, watch a video about 
the city and also learn more about the 
history of the Commonwealth. If you 
have guests coming to visit or you 
and your family are looking for new 
attractions to explore, the Visitor 
Center can assist you. 

The center is staffed by four full- 
time and six part-time employees, 
and during the suinmer. Visitor Cen- 
ter staff man the Kiosks at the Ocean- 
front at 24th and 17th streets from 
June through Labor Day from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Although they will not make 
reservations for you at the various 
hotels, they do keep a list of available 
hotel rooms. The Visitor Center is 
especially beautiful at night during 
the Holiday Season when the Holi- 
day Lights are activated. This offers 
a very pretty and welcome sight to 
visitors and locals alike coming into 
the resort area on the expressway 
during this very special time.

It's Friday with the clock edging too slow- 
ly to quitting time, 13 teachers are out sick, 
students are battling the flii, and there's a 
cold rain coming down outside the windows 
at Cooke Elementary School. 

There's not much reason to smile on this 
gloomy day, yet that's exactly what Arleen 
Guilfoyle is doing. 

Her upbeat attitude is probably one of the 
reasons the Virginia Beach Reading Coun- 
cil selected Guilfoyle the city's Reading 
Teacher of the Year for 1998-99. 

A native of Long Island, N.Y., Guilfoyle 
returned to teaching four years ago after 
working in local real estate for 1 5 years. Her 
previous teaching experience was also four 
years. Cooke, where she had worked as a 
substitute teacher, was her school of choice. 
Today she teaches first grade to 21 "eager 
readers." 

It's a good thing, because their teacher is 
a staunch supporter of the Reading Recov- 
ery method and got the Reading Takes You 
Places program launched at Cooke. 

"I love children and had taught Bible 
school. But I didn't want to go to college — 
I was forced. I wasn't interested in four-year 
college. I thought it would be fine to go to a 
two-year secretarial school. Still, I got out 
of college in three and a half years. I just 
knew if anyone gave me one more term 
paper I'd go crazy," she laughed. 

Guilfoyle taught four years before laughed 
to enter real estate. When she yearned to re- 
turn to the classroom after a decade and a 
half, she began substituting at W.T. Cooke 
Elementary because it was the one place 
she wanted to be. When a teaching position 
became available she was thrilled. 

She is pleased with the success of Read- 
ing Takes You Places, a program which, 
through her efforts, has garnered two grants 
for purchasing books traded with other first- 
grade classes. 

In the program, students read at home 
each night, accumulating minutes which 
carry them around' a literary world. Students 
who achieve a certain number of minutes by 
the end of the year receive a trophy. The 
latter is the big motivator and gets parents 
acUve in their children's reading. 

"We needed to get parents involved and 
have them teach reading strategies, and y^,;. 
have to do something for the child so he'll 
read every night. This is what we came up 
with. We got a grant close to $3,000 to buy 
books, then another $1,000 for 7-Eleven, 
which means a lot of books." 

Since the program was implemented with 
the trophy as a reward, reading participation 
has skyrocketed. 

"I'm thinking, 'You're 6. Do you want a 
piece of paper (certificate) or a trophy?'." 
she smiled. 

In the year since the program began, Guil- 
foyle has heard stories of children not going 
to bed until they have finished their reading 
— even some reading under blankets with a 
flashlight. 

As Reading Teacher of the Year, the 
Shadow Lawn resident offered some advice 
for others to encourage youth reading: 

"Children must consider themselves read- 
ers. This confidence allows them to becoifte 
risk takers, essential in all learning. Chil- 
dren need strategies to use in reading. 1 feel 
that only by reading one-on-one with a 
child, doing running records, can we deter- 
mine what strategies need reinforcement."

A new approach to reading

Reading is the most essential 
skill a person can develop. If some- 
one does not learn to read, he or 
she has little chance of learning 
how to do anything else. 

Acutely aware of that, a group of 
developmental reading instructors 
at Tidewater Community CoJIege 
has adopted a three-part strategy for 
tackling the reading problems of 
their students. 

The group consists of Dr. 
Richard Witte, Betty Jolly Perkin- 
son and Jerrie Witte of the 
Portsmouth Campus and Dr. Bill 
DeWeeseand Cynthia Horen of the 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake 
campuses, respectively. All recent- 
ly attended the Kellogg Institute for 
the Training and Certification of 
Developmental Educators, the na- 
tion's oldest institute for develop- 
mental education professionals. 

What was learned there is the 
basis for the group's project here. 

The group's strategy embraces 
healthy doses of participation, co- 
operation and observation and aims 
at outflanking the problems. It 
consists of reading workshops, co- 
operative group study and assess- 



ments. 

Dr. Witte is coordinator of the 
project and runs the reading work- 
shop, which he said, have a strong 
focus on the reading of books and 
what he termed "sustained silent 
reading." He urges that each reading 
be for extended periods of time, not 
just a few minutes. "Research has 
suggested," he said, that many col- 
lege students fail because they have 
not learned to focus and to retain 
what they have studied." 

Jerri Witte is supervising a read- 
ing workshop for evening classes. 

Cooperative group studies are 
being directed by Perkinson. They 
are aimed at teaching students to 
work together, to think as a group 
and to make group, as well as indi- 
vidual decisions. Several approach- 
es are used so that a variety of 
learning styles can be accommodat- 
ed — satisfying those who retain 
information more readily if they 
read it, others if they hear it, etc. 

DeWeese is handling the assess- 
ments and is using two mcthcwls, 
classroom and authentic, which 
provide student and instructor with 
continuous feedback on the effec- 
tiveness of the process. Eventually, 
the student is called upon to 



demonstrate his or her understand- 
ing and retention of assigned mate- 
rial. 

The group hopes that the assess- 
ments, collaborative techniques and 
workshops not only create better 
readers, but students who can carry 
what they have learned, the tech- 
niques imparted, into other class- 
rooms, into where they work and 
into their homes. 

Faculty collaboration also is 
being promoted through the pro- 
gram via faculty discussion groups, 
paired teaching techniques and elec- 
tronic communication sites being 
developed by Cynthia Horen. The 
sites will continue to expand 
throughout the year-long project 
and Horen already has a basic Web 
page set up with links to important 
resources. 

The project will continue 
through the college's spring 
semester. At the end, the educators 
involved will be declared Certified 
Developmental Educators by the 
national Center for Developmental 
Education. The certification, award- 
ed in conjunction with Appalachian 
State University, is one of the 
most re.spectedin the field of devel- 
opmental education.

ABOARD USS NICHOLAS — 
Once again Saddam Hussein, the 
leadaof Iraq, has deckled to test in- 
ternational resolve and this time he 
received a quick and forceful an- 
swer.

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A new approach to reading

Reading is the most essential 
skill a person can develop. If some- 
one does not learn to read, he or 
she has little chance of learning 
how to do anything else. 

Acutely aware of that, a group of 
developmental reading instructors 
at Tidewater Community College 
has adopted a three-part strategy for 
tackling the reading problems of 
their students. 

The group consists of Dr. 
Richard Witte, Betty Jolly Perkin- 
son and Jerrie Witte of the 
Portsmouth Campus and Dr. Bill 
DeWeeseand Cynthia Horen of the 
Virginia Beach and Chesapeake 
campuses, respectively. All recent- 
ly attended the Kellogg Institute for 
the Training and Certification of 
Developmental Educators, the na- 
tion's oldest institute for develop- 
mental education professionals. 

What was learned there is the 
basis for the group's project here.' 

The group's strategy embraces 
healthy doses of participation, co- 
operation and observation and aims 
at outflanking the problems. It 
consists of reading workshops, co- 
operative group study and assess- 



ments. 

Dr. Witte is coordinator oT the 
project and runs the reading work- 
shop, which he said, have a strong 
focus on the reading of books and 
what he termed "sustained silent 
reading." He urges that each reading 
be for extended periods of time, not 
just a few minutes. "Research has 
suggested," he said, that many col- 
lege students fail because they have 
not learned to focus and to retain 
what they have studied." 

Jerri Witte is supervising a read- 
ing workshop for evening classes. 

Cooperative group studies anj 
being directed by Perkinson. They 
are aimed at leaching students to 
work together, to think as a group 
and to make group, as well as indi- 
vidual decisions. Several approach- 
es are used so that a variety of 
learning styles can be accommodat- 
ed — satisfying those who retain 
information more readily if they 
read it, others if they hear it, etc. 

DeWeese is handling the assess- 
ments and is using two methods, 
classroom and authentic, which 
provide student and instructor with 
continuous feedback on the eflec- 
tiveness of the process. Eventually, 
the student is called upon to 



demonstrate his or her understand- 
ing and retention of assigned mate- 
rial. 

The group hopes that the assess,- 
ments, collaborative techniques and 
workshops not only create better 
readers, but students who can carry 
what they have learned, the tech- 
niques imparted, into other class- 
rooms, into where they work and 
into their homes. 

Faculty collaboration also is 
being promoted through the pro- 
gram via faculty discussion groups, 
paired teaching techniques and elec- 
tronic communication sites being 
developed by Cynthia Horen. The 
sites will continue to expii 
throughout the year-long project 
and Horen already has a basic Web 
page set up with links to important 
resources. 

The project will continue 
through the college's spring 
semester. At the end, the educators 
involved will be declared Certified 
Developmental Educators by the 
national Center for Developmental 
Education. The certification, award- 
ed in conjunction with Appalachian 
Slate University, is one of the 
most respected in the field of devel- 
opmental education.

Students from over a dozen 
schools throughout the country at- 
tended the fifth Annual Regent 
University Journalism Conference 
last week. 

They are part of the Associa- 
tion of Christian Collegiate 
Media, which co-sponsored the 
event along with Christianity 
Today magazine and Regent Uni- 
versity. 

The conference, entitled 
"Morality and the Media: The 
Press and the Prophetic Voice," 
lasted from Feb. 1 8-20, and was 
held on the Regent Campus. 

The keynote speakers were 
Marvin Olasky, an author and 
journalism professor at the Uni- 
versity of Texas; Russ Pullium, 
an editorial writer and columnist 
for the Indianapolis News; and 
Maribeth Vander Weelc, a for- 
mer education reporter for the 
Chicago Sun Times. 

Along with the keynote speak- 
ers, the conference offered lec- 
tures from George Archibald of 
the Washington Times, and Terry 
Mattingly, a reporter for Scripps 
Howard News Service. The con- 
ference also featured seven dif- 
ferent workshops which ranged 
from topics such as "Desktop 
Publishing" to "Advanced Inter- 
viewing Strategies and Tech- 
niques." 

The highlight of the conference 
came on Friday night. A dinner 
was served before Olasky and 
Pulliam addressed the audience. 
After their speeches, both Olasky 
and Pullium fielded questions 
from the audience. 

Olasky, author of 17 books and 
editor of World magazine, which 
has more than 100,000 sub- 
scribers, spoke on the subject of 
biblical journalism. 

"All reporting is directed re- 
porting," said Olasky. "There is 
no such thing as neutral facts." 

Pulliam offered helpful sugges- 



tions to someone starting out in 
the writing field. He lectured on 
the importance of having an en- 
trepreneurial mind as a writer. He 
stressed that most magazines em- 
ploy Inostly freelance writers. 

"Come up with your own story 
ideas. Learn to free-lance be- 
cause that seems to be the 
trend," he said. Vander Welle, 
who lectured on Thursday night, 
discussed investigative reporting. 
As a reporter, she exposed mas- 
sive corruption in Chicago's pub- 
lic schools and received many 
awards for her reporting. 

The mayor noticed her work 
and appointed her to work with 
him on his management team as 
the inspector general for Chicago 
Public Schools, which she now 
does full-time. 

Vander Weele believes she 
was a successful reporter because 
she developed a reputation for 
fairness. Her advice to anyone 
goirig into the investigative field 
is simple.

Phipps was one of several past 
presidents and charter members 
who attended last week's banquet, 
held at Ramada Resort Plaza on At- 
lantic Avenue. He and rodeo chair- 
man Gene Snow said that the club 
was founded to promote family val- 
ues, and with good leaders," said 
Snow. 

"The club was really a good 
family-type get-together," agreed 
Phipps. "When we first organized, 
we used to go from farm to farm 
on Sundays. We'd have cookouts 
and go trail riding. There was no 
delinquency among kids who 
worked with horses in those days 
because when they had a horse they 
had something they had to caie 
for." 

Phipps grew up riding at local 
riding ac^emies, including one lo- 
cated in Thalia near the present-day 
Willis Wayside furniture store. 
Later, he bought his first horse as a 
present for his daughter. 

"She wanted a horse, so I bought 
her one for $200," he said. "That 
was a lot of money to spend for a 
horse then. After she got married, 
she left me with the horse."

"I learned to ride western' at 
Greenbrier," he said, referring to 
Greenbrier Farms, a horse farm that 
was located near Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 

"We western riders were kind of 
in a minority back then, with all of 
those English-type people." En- 
glish riding has been traditional in 
Tidewater since the colonial era, 
but western riding has increased in 
popularity in recent years. 

Phipps and his friends were on 
the cutting edge of the trend and 
their group began to host an annual 
rodeo in 1959. In those days, the 
event atu^ted local amateur riders. 

"The stock for those first rockos 
was brought in by the local farm- 
ers," Snow said. 'The first one was 
free, they passed the hat for ctona-

lions. In 1960, they began charg- 
ing 25 cents to get in." 

The group was instrumental in 
planning the equestrian center, 
which opened at Princess Anne 
Park in 1970. The annual rodeo, at 
that time called a showdeo, became 
a fund-raising event when it be- 
came a professional rodeo in 1988. 

"We went to a rodeo in 1998," 
Snow said, "and that was the first 
year we made a profit. We chose 
the Children's Hospital as our fa- 
vorite charity." 

The rodeos, which attract profes- 
sional riders from across the coun- 
try, are held each September at 
Princess Anne Park. 

The club's members are also in- 
volved in other projects, including 
an ongoing effort to preserve the 
wild horses that roam the beaches 
south of Sandbridge. 

The club's members work with 
residents from Corolla, N.C. and a 
citizen's group at Sandbridge to 
rescue the horses that become sick, 
injured, or that stray too far out of 
their territory. In recent yeare, 
some of the animals have wandered 
into the residential areas of Sand- 
bridge, where at least one has been 
killed by a car. 

TTie Snows and other members of 
Tidewater Western Riders now 
catch and transport these stray hors- 
es back to North Carolina, where 
they are released into the wild. 

Tidewater Western Riders is also 
sponsoring three horse shoes at 
Princess Anne Park this spring. 
The first is scheduled for March 6, 
and others will be held on April 24 
and May 22. These shows, which 
start at 1 1 a.m., will include barrel 
racing, flag races and pole bending 
for children and adults.

Fortunately, Campbell did not 
have to display his first aid skills 
too last December. 

Campbell had swimming lessons 
through the Boy Scout troop led by 
his father, Mark, a retired Virginia 
Beach policeman. His mother, 
Maeve, also gave him lessons 
when he was very young. 

The Campbells have six children, 
three of whom are boys with vi- 
sion problems. 

"All three boys were born with 
cataracts," said Maeve. The 
cataracts were removed at infancy 
and the children were fitted for cor- 
rective lenses as soon as possible. 
Brian, whose vision is the worst 
because of medical delays in fitting 
him with lenses, also has glauco- 
ma in both eyes. 

Campbell's unselfish heroism re- 
ceived community recognition last 
Thursday evening when he was 
given the Lifesaving Award from 
the Portsmouth Chapter of the 
Woodmen of the World. The 
Woodmen are a fraternal life insur- 
ance company that gives lifesaving 
awards in four cities and one coun- 
ty- 

"It's one of the things that I real- 
ly do enjoy doing," said Sam Cal- 
lis, trustee of the Portsmouth chap- 
ter, "to make these awards." 

The chapter has given out several 
lifesaving awards to local residents. 

"Out of those, three went on to 
Pittsburgh to get the Carnegie 
Award," he said. "That's the high- 
est lifesaving award (for the Wood- 
men) except for the Governor's 
Award." 

The Woodmen also give out his- 
tory awards and donate flags to 
non-profit organizations. 

"We are very proud of 
Portsmouth and east Virginia for 
the wonderful job that they have 
done in recognizing people for sav- 
ing other people's lives," said Jim 
Byrd, the Woodmen's fraternal co- 
ordinator for East Virginia. "It's 
outstanding the number of children 
they honor." 
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allow the city to address deficien- 
cies which already have been identi- 
fied. 

He said that the fee is not related 
to wealth, and that the General As- 
sembly did respond somewhat to 
the city's request for help in find- 
ing revenues. The ability of the lo- 
calities to raise revenues is con- 
trolled by the state. 

He said that the fee will not be a 
panacea but it is worth council's 
consideration. 

The measure, he said, allows lo- 
calities to capture value for use of 
rights-of-way where most now re- 
ceive compensation only from 
cable which is provided under feder- 
al law. Localities that have adopted 
the fee so far are Lynchburg, 
Alexandria, Leesburg, Fairfax and 
Arlington. The city's proposed or- 
dinance is patterned after the 
Lynchburg and Alexandria ordi- 
nances. 

Localities must adopt the fee by 
March 15 before a given fiscal 
year. Otherwise the locality will 
have to wait until the following 
fiscal year. 

Also, telecommunication 
providers must be given three 
months notice. 

The Virginia Department of 
Transportation is responsible for 
recalculating the rate in January 
prior to a given fiscal year based on 
a fonnula in the legislation. 

Block presented possible uses for 
the revenue. 

He said that the first $750,000 
could go to school technology and 
the remainder to open space acqui- 
sition neighborhood improvements 
in older areas of the city. 

Some could go toward library 
modernization. 

At present the city relies on the 
real estate tax and the personal 
property tax for the bulk of its rev- 
enues. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
noted that the state and federal gov- 
ernments receive sizable donations 
from the telecommunications in- 
dustries, and "we have been left 
out. Evidently they're going to 
charge what they want. "She .said 
she has several lines in her house. 
She said she would like to throw 
them all out, but she needs the 
telephone. 

Block said that if the city passed 
up this opportunity it would be dif- 
ficult to argue for more revenue 
sources. He said it is a difficult cfe- 
cision to make. 

Obemdorf said that although a 
public bearing is not required by 
the legislation, it is important fw 
the civic organizations to undw- 
statid the issue.
